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An Account of Rutlandfhire (Page 145, Vol. XIX.) finifoed. 
With a fine Per{pective View of the Cafile of Okeham. 


This caftle (the ruins of which are repre- 
fented on the plate) was built, in the reign 
of King Henry II, by Walkelme de Ferra- 
rays, a younger fon of the Earl of Derby, 
and continued to be the refidence of the fa- 
mily, till the male iflue were extiné& ; fince 
which it hath been in the poffeffion of divers 
royal and hoble perfons, viz. King Hen- 
ry III, Edward If, Edward III, and Ed- 
ward VI; the Earls of Cornwall, Kent, 
Northampton, Oxford, Rutland; Lords 
Mortimer, Condover, Cromwell, and Har- 
ington ; alfo of the Staffords and the Vil- 
lers’s, Dukes of Buckingham; the laft of 
which fold it to the right hon. the Earl of 
Nottingham, from whom it came to the Earl 
of Winchelfea. The Lord of this fcaftle 
claims, by immemorial prefcription and cuf- 
tom, a very fingular right of demanding a 
horfe-thoe of every Peer, the firft time he 
police within his jurifdi@ion ; and his Bai- 

iff has power, on refufal, to take one from 
the horle he rides on: But the conftraint is 
feldom if ever ufed, Noblemen chufing to 
redeem it ; and, in proportion to the gift, a 
fhoe is made, larger or leffer, with the names 
and titles of the donor ftamped thereon, and 
affixed to the caftle gate. By this cuftom, 
which feems to be a kind ef tribute paid to 
them, and the name de Ferrariis, or (as at 
prefent) Ferrers, who were the founders, 
we conclude they prefided over certain royal 
iron-works, or were Lords of fuch. There 
is nothing remaining but the out-walls fa- 
cing the ditch, the caftle having been de- 
molifhed. The building, which ftands now 
where the ancient one ttood, is the county 
Hall for affizes and feffions, built with the 
materials of the former. Befides the caftle, 


there is, on the plate, a diftant profpect of . 


the famous Burleigh-houfe, defcribed in our 
Magazine for Oftober laft, page 146. 
Okeham is not only the capital of its hun - 
dred, but of the county, it being the hire 
town for the affizes, and for tranfacting all 
ether public affairs. It is fituated in the 
rich vale of Catmos, 96 miles from Lon- 
don. It is a manor that was computed, in 
Doomfday-book, at three miles in length, 
andone mile two-thirds in breadth, It be- 
longed anciently to the Newburghs, Earls 
of Warwick, and the Ferrers’s, Earls of 
Derby. It belonged afterwards to the Lords 
of Tatefhal ; but this is only faid by Cam- 
den. In the reign of Henry III, it was 
granted by the crown to Richard Earl of 
Cornwall, King John’s youngeft fon. Ed- 
ward II. granted the caitle and manor of 
Nume. CXXXIII, Vou. XTX, 


Okeham to his fecond brother, Edmund 
Earl of Kent; and Edward III. to Wil- 
liam Bohun, Earl! of Northampton, and to 
his heirs male. It reverted again to the 
crown, for want of fuch iffue. Richard IL. 
granted it to Robert Vere, Earl cf Oxford ; 
but it was revoked long before his death, and 
given to Thomas of Wooditeck, Duke of 
Gloucefter, and afterwards to Edmund of 
Langley, Duke of York, fifth fon of King 
Edward III. In the reign of Henry V1, 
it belonged, jointly with his Dutchels, to 
Humphry Stafford, Duke of Bucks ; by the 
forfeiture of whofe fon, Henry, it reverted 
to the crown, and was granted, by Richard 
III, to Henry Lord Grey of Codnor, and 
his heirs male; and after his death, without 
lawful iffue, Edward Stafford, the lait Duke 
of Buckingham of the family, enjoyed this 
eftate till his attainder; when it reverted 
again to the crown, and Henry the VIIIth 
ranted it to Thomas Lord Cromwell, with 
the title of Baron of Okeham; whofe de- 
{cendant, Edward Lord Cromwell, con- 
veyed it, in the reign of Queen Elifabeth, 
to Sir John (afterwards Lord) Harrington ; 
and it was, not long after, pafled to George 
Villers, Duke of Buckingham; but the 
Earl of Winchelfea is now Lord both of the 
caftleand manor. King Henry III. grant- 
ed it markets on Mondays and Saturdays, 
and fairs on May the 23d and Auguit the 
29th; butthe market on Monday, and the 
fair in May, were afterwards difufed, and 
its fairs now are on May the 6th and Sep- 
tember the 12th. In the reign of Richard II, 
an hofpital was founded here, by William 
Dalby of Ereton, for 12 poor men and two 
chaplains to pray for the good eftate of the 
King and his Queen, and, after their death, 
for their fouls; and, in like manner, for 
the founder and his wife, whofe daughter 
and heirefs was married to Roger Fiore, 
or Flower, whofe family had a feat and a 
freehold eftate here of above an hundred 
acres of land. ‘This hofpital is ftill in be- 
ing, but extremely decayed and impove- 
rifhed, and different from its firft inftitution. 
About 1584, Mr. Johnfon, parfon of North- 
Luffenham, by his charitable collections, 
and efpecially by the help of concealed lands 
which he begged of Queen Elifabeth, built 
and endowed that called Chri(t’s Hofpital 
here and a free-ichool. The Bifhops of 
London and Peterborough, the Archdea- 
con of Northampton, and the Mafters of 
Trinity and St. John’s colleges, in Cam- 
bridge, are perpetual Governors of the ho- 
Hh fpital, 
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fpital. That salled danewced grows every 
{pring about the ruins of the old cattle wall, 
and dics in the fail. In 1619, the famous 
dwart, Jeffery Hudfon, was born here, 
who, when above feven years old, and 
fcarce eighteen inches high, was taken as a 
rarity into the family of the Duke of Buck- 
ingham at Burleigh on the Hill; and, the 
court being then on a progrefs there, was 
ferved up to the table a cold pye; after 
which he was taken to be dwarf to King 
Charles the Firft’s Queen, who fent him 
over to France to fetch her midwife. In 
the civil wars, he was made a Captain of 
horfe in the King’s fervice, and went with his 
wiftrefs to France, where, for killing Mr. 


Crofts, brother to Lord Crofts, in a combat 
on horfeback, he was expelled the court. 
He was afterwards taken at fea by a Tur- 
kifh pirate, and was many years a flave in 
Baibary; but, being redeemed, came to 
England, where he lived on penfions from 
the Duke of Buckingham and others of the 
Nobility. He did not advance much in his 
ftature, till he was paft 30, and then he 
fhot up foon to be three feet nine inchese 
The people of thefe parts formerly ufed to 
go in pilgrimage to a {pring in this parifh, 
{till called Our Lady’s Well, where offer- 
ings were made to the Virgin Mary and St. 
Michael the Archangel. 


Jn our laft Number, Page 211, we gave the famous Memorial, publifhed by 
Order of his Pruffian Maje/ty, in which the dangerous Defigns of the Courts 
of Vienna and Saxony are fully expofed ; and we have now given the ori 
ginal Pieces, or Documents, found in the Archives at Drefden, on which the 


faid Memorial is founded.

Treaty of Eventual Partition, dated the 18th 
of May 1745. 
Xperience having but too well fhewn 
to what Lengths the King of Pruffia 
cairies his evil Intentions, in order to dif- 
tub the Repofe of his Neighbours; and 
that Prince having, on the one Hand, re- 
peatedly invaded and laid waite the Domi- 


- nions of her Majefty the Queen of Hunga- 


ry and Bohemia, and, on the other, alarm- 
ed his Majefty the King of Poland, Elector 
ef Saxony, by feveral Menaces, warlike 
Preparations, and violent Paflages through 
his Territories, for which it has not been 
poflible to obtain due Satisfaction for Time 
paft, nor fufficient Security for the Future ; 
it has been contidered, that thts double End 
cannot be obtained, till the faid formida- 
ble Neighbour is confined within narrow 
Bounds. For thefe Reafons, his Majefty 
the King of Poland, Pleétor of Saxony, as 
an auxiliary Ally, and her Majeity the 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, as a Party 
attacked and aétually at War, have agreed, 
by the prefent feparate and fecret Aéct, to 
employ their joint Efforts, not only to exe- 
cute fully the Aét paffed between their Ma- 
jetties, the ,°5 of May, 1744, and the Mea- 
fures concerted in Confequence of the En- 
gagements entered into by their Treaty of 
Alliance, concluded the 8th of Fanuary, 
2745, with the maritime Powers ; but, like- 
wile, that neither the one nor the other fhall 
Jay down their Arms, till, befides the Con- 
queft of all Si/cfa and the County of Glaix, 


the King of Pragia be farther reduced, 


And, that they may previoufly under- 
ftand one another, with Regard to the Par- 
tition of the Conquefts to be made, feeing 
the 8th Article of the faid Treaty of War- 
Jaw only fettled in general Terms, that his 
Majefty the King of Polend, Elettor of 
Saxony, is to partake of the Advantages, 
by having fuch Territories as lie conveni- 
ent for him, it has appeared neceflary to 
diftinguith the Cafes that may hereafter hap- 
pen, and to come toa right Underftanding 
about each of them. 

Suppofe then, that, befides the Recovery 
of all Sile/ia and the County of Glatz, they 
fhould conquer from the faid King the Dut- 
chy of Magdeburg, including therein the 
Circle of Saal, the Principality of Croféen 
with the Circle of Zullichau belonging there- 
to, and the Fiefs of Bohemia poflefled by 
that King, and fituated in Lu/atia, namely, 
Cothus, Peitz, Sterckau, Beefeax, Sommer- 
Jeld, and other Places and Diftriéts belong- 
ing thereto: In this Cafe, all Silefa and 
the County of Glatz, excepting Swwibus, 
muft return to her Majefty the Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia, who, in Exchange, 
cedes all the reft juft mentioned, with the 
Diftri& of Szwibus, belonging otlierwile to 
Silefia, to his Majefty the King of Poland, 
Eleétor of Saxony. 

Suppofing, on the contrary, that, befides 
the Recovering of all Si/efia and the County 
of Glatz, they could conquer upon the Ag- 
greffor no more than the Circle of Saal, the 
Principality of Crofen, with the Circle of 
Zullichau, and the abovementioned Fiefs of 
Bohemia belonging to him in Lu/atia, then 
his Polisob Majetty, Elector of Saxzuy, hall 
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‘be content with this Jaft Partition and the 
Diftri& of Swibus, leaving in like Manner 
to her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia all Silefia and the County of Glatz, 
Ssvibus excepted. But fuppofe, in fine, that, 
contrary to all Expectation, and in Spite 
of the joint Efforts abovementioned, they 
could conquer, befides the County of Glatz 
and the Whole of Sile/fa, no more than the 
Principality of Crof2x, with the Circle of 
Zullichau, and the abovefaid Fiefs of Bohe- 
mia pofieffed by the faid King in Lujalia: 
In this Cafe, his Polifh Majefty fhall have, 
befides the Principality, the Circle, and the 
Fiefs juft mentioned, the Diftri&t of Savibus 
otherwife belonging to Silefia. 

And, in order that his Majefty the King 
of Poland, EleStor of Saxony, whatever hap- 
pens, may be fo much the more affured of 
thefe laft Acquifitions, at the leaft, and in 
all Events, her Majefty the Queen of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia engages in the ftrongeft 
and moft folemn Manner, that his Majefty 
the King of Poland, Elector of Saxony, thall 
have precifely the fame Securities for thefe 
new Acquifitions, which fhe fhall or may 
have for the Recovery of her ancient patri- 
monial Territories, that is to fay, Silefa 
and the County of Glatz; fo that every 
Thing is to go on with an equal Pace, and 
that the muf not fit down with the Pofleffion 
of all Silefa, before his Majefty the King 
of Poland be likewife in Pofleffion of his 
Share of the Conquefts. 

To this End, the Saxon Troops of his 
Polifh Majefty fhall remain in re-conquered 
Sifffia, till his ftipulated Share be effedted, 
at leaft according to the laft of the Cafes 
abovementioned. 

After which, the high eontraéting Par- 
ties fhall reciprocally guaranty, both for 
themfelves and their Heirs and Succeffors 
for ever, whatever has fallen to their refpec- 
tive Lot, and fhall endeavour to get the 
fame guarantied by their Allies. 

In Witnefs whereof, their Majefties have 
each figned, with their own Hand, a Copy 
of the fame Tenor of this feparate and fecret 
A&, in order to be exchanged againft one 
another, and have caufed their royal Seals 
to be affixed thereto. Done at Leipjic, the 
28th of May, 1745.

Trahflation of the fecret feparate Article of 
the Treaty of Peterfburg, 1756- 


H*® Majefty, the Emprefs-Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia, declares, that 
fhe will obferve, religioufly and bona Fide, 
éhe Peace concluded at Dre/den, between 


en 
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her and his Majefty the King-of Prufia, on 
the 25th of December 1745 3 and that fhe 
will not, firlt, depart from the Renunciation 
of the Right the formerly had to that Part 
of the Dutchy of Silefa, and to the County 
of Glatz, which have been yielded up. 

But if, contrary to all Expeéation and 
common Defire of both the contrafting Par- 
ties, his Majefty the King of Prufia thould, 
firlt, recede from the faid Peace, whether by 
hoftilely attacking her Majefty the Emprefs- 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, her- Heirs 
and Sueceffors, or her Imperial Majefty of 
all the Rufia’s, or even the Republic of 
Poland ; in all which Cafes, the taid Em- 
prefs-Queen’s Right to the faid Part of Sile- 
fia and the County of Glatz, yielded up by 
the abovementioned Peace, od 4 confequent= 
ly, her Imperial Majefty’s Guaranty there- 
of, renewed by the foregoing firft and fecond 
Articles of this Treaty, thould again take 
Place, and reaffume their full Force and 
Vigour: Both the faid high-contracting 
Parties have, in fuck an unexpected Cafe, 
but not fooner, exprefly agreed, that the 
faid Guaranty fhall fully take Place, and be 
completely fulfilled, with this additional and 
moft binding Promi& ; that, in order to 
avert the common Danger of fuch an hoftile 
Attack, they will immediately enter into 
the moft clofe and confidential Concert ; 
ftritly enjoin the fame mutual Confidence 
and good Underftanding to their refpeétive 
Minifters at foreign Courts ; and faithfully 
to communicate to each other whatever ei - 
ther of them fhall difcover of the Views, 
Defigns, or Intentions of the Enemy: And, 
laftly, hold in Readinefs, in the bordering 
or neareft Countries, wiz. her Roman Im- 
perial Majefty, in Bohemia, Moravia, and 
the adjacent Countries of Hungary and her 
Rufian Imperial Majefty in Livonia, Efo- 
nia, and other neighbouring Places, thirty 
Thoufand Men at leaft, namely, twenty 
Thoufand Foot, and ten Thoufand Horfe ; 
in fuch Manner, that, whenever Prafia thall 
make an hoftile Attack upon either of the 
Parties, the faid thirty Thoufand Men may,* 
within two Months at fartheft, or at the ut- 
moft three Months after a previous and ami- 
cable Requifition, march to the Affiftance 
of the Party attacked. 

But as it is eafy to forefee that fixty 
Thoufand Men will not be fufficient to re- 
pel an hoftile Attack, to re-conquer the 
Provinces ceded by the Treaty of Drefden, 
and to fecure the public Tranquillity more 
elfeCtually for the Time to come; the two 
contraéting Parties have therefore farther 
engaged themfelves to each other, that, in 
the Cafe aforefaid, not only thirty Thou- 
fand Men, but double that Numbez, wiz. 

Hhaz fixty 
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fixty Thoufand Men, that is to fay, we 
‘Thoufand Foot and twenty Thoufand Horfe 
fliall be employed for that Purpofe, by each 
contracting Party, and that the fooner the 
better; both their faid Imperial Majefties 
obliging themfelves, to that End, to affem- 
ble refpectively the faid Number of fixty 
Thoufand Men, as fpeedily as the diftance 
of the Jeaft remote Parts, from whence the 
Troops can be drawn, wil] poffibly admit. 
The Troops to be appointed for that Pur- 
pole, on the Part of her Ruffian Imperial 
Majetty, fhall be employed as well by Land 
as by Water, according as the Occafions 
ftiall then be found moft proper; but, on 
the Part of her Roman Imperial Majefty, 
they fhall be employed by Land only; in 
fiich a Manner, that the faid Troops may, 
in the Beginning, as mutual Conveniency 
fiialt allow, and after previous Concert, 
ratke a Diverfion, at one and the fame 
‘Time, in the faid King of Prufia’s Domi- 
niors ; and afterwards, if peffible, unite and 
carry on the Operations with combined 
Force. But, previoufly to fuch Junétion, 
and at the Beginning of the Diverfion to be 
undertaken, there fhall be prefent, at each 
Army, a General Officer, exprefly appoint- 
ed by the two contracting Parties, as well 
for the Sake of Counfel and Concert about 
the Execution of the Operations, as for giv- 
ing the necéfiary Intelligence, and to be an 
Eye-Witnefs of the Operations {fo to be ex- 
ecuted, 

And whereas, in contra&ting this hear- 
tily and well-meant Engagement, and by 
fuch a powerful Affiftance to be given, and 
Diverfion to be made, in Favour of the Em- 
prefs-Queen (if the fhould be attacked) her 
Ruffian Vmperial Majefty has ‘not the leaft 
Intention to make any new Conquefts upon 
fuch an Occafion, or to appropriate them to 
herfelf ; and as fhe has likewife confented to 
employ the aforefaid fixty Thoufand Men 
by Water as well as by Land, and the 
Equipment of a Fleet neceffary thereto will 
require a very extraordinary Expence ; 
which, confidering the Advantage that may 
be expected from it (as the Enemy may be 
more effectually annoyed, and his Forces 
more divided, by Water than by Land) 
miuft be accounted an Army far exceeding 
the fixty Thoufand Men; for thefe Rea- 
fons, her Maijefty the eae gM of 
Hungary and Bohemia obliges herfelf, in or- 
der the more fully to demonftrate her Gra- 
titude, to pay, within a Year (to be reckon- 
ed from the Time that Silefa and Glatz 
fhall be again in her Pofleffion) to her Im- 
serial Majelty of all the Rufia’s two Mil- 
Fons of German Florins ; from which Sum 
the fhall not be intitled to make any Deduc- 


saat 


tion, on Account of Contributions that may 
have been raifed in the Enemy’s Country. 
This prefent fourth fecret feparate Arti- 

cle fhall have the fame Force and Effect as 
if it was inferted, Word for Ward, in the 
Body of the defenfive Treaty itfelf, and had 
been ratified at the fame Time. In Wit- 
nefs whereof, the undermentioned Minifters 
have figned and fealed this at Peterfburg, 
May 22, 1746.

Refolutions and Inftructions for the Count de 
Vicedom, and the Sicur de Pezold, at St. 
Peterfburg. 


Circumftantial Report having been du- 

ly made to the King of the Contents 
of the lait Difpatches, of the 18th, rgth, and 
23d of Apri}, from his Privy Counfellor and 
Minifter Plenipotentiary at the Imperial 
Court of Rufka, the Count de Vicedom, and 
from his Refident at the fame Court, the 
Privy Counfellor of the Embafly, Sieur de 
Pexold, brought hither from Peterfburg, by 
the Courier Conjoli, the 6th of December ; 
and his Majefty having efpecially taken inta 
Confideration the Affair of Acceffion, ear- 
neftly demanded of him by the two Imperial 
Courts, to their new Treaty of defenfive 
Alliance, and its feparate and fecret Arti- 
cles, figned at Peterjburg the 22d of May 
1746, and afterwards ratified by both Par- 
ties ; his Majefty has thought fit to caufe his 
abovefaid two Minifters in Rufia to be pro- 
vided with the following Heads of Refolu- 
tion and Inftruction, which are to ferve them 
as a Rule to direct their Negociation and 
Conduét in this equally important and de- 
licate Affair. 

1, The High Chancellor of Rufia having 
given them to underftand, and alfo intima- 
ted the fame here by his Brather the Grand 
Marfhal, that the two Imperial Courts 
would be very glad that the Affair of the 
King’s Acceffion were treated and conclu- 
ded preferably at Peterfburg, as being the 
Place where the defentive Treaty of Alli- 
ance in Queftion, renewed between them, 
was negociated, concluded, and figned ; his 
Majefty, in Compliance therewith, does, for 
this Purpofe, provide the Count de Vicedom 
and the Sieur de Pezold with the annexe 
full Power, together with the Claufe, joint- 
ly and feparately, in order that, in Café of 
Abfence, Indifpofition, or other Hindrance 
of either of them, the other may continue 
the Negociation, conferring neverthelets to- 
gether, and acting in perfect Concert. 

' a. They 
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Fe. They are to make a Merit of this the 
King’s Steadinefs, by giving to the High 
Chancellor and the Ambaffador Pretlack to 
underftand, that it is an undoubted Proof 
of his Majelty’s fincere Inclination and At- 
tachment to the two Emprefles, preferably 
to all other Confiderations, that might in- 
duce him to proceed more deliberately in 
ahy Affair of this Extent and Confequence. 

3- The Refident Pezold being beft ac- 

quainted with what paffed near two Years 
ago between the two Courts, when the 
King found himfelf within the Cafe of Ne- 
ceffity to claim the Affiftance of Rufia, by 
Virtue of their defenfive Treaty of Alliance 
renewed againft the King of Prujfia ; and 
the faid Refident having been an Eye-wit- 
nefs of the indifferent, flow, and infufficient 
Manner in which an Anfwer was returned, 
at the Court of Peter/burg, to the repeated 
Requifitions of his Majefty ; a Procedure, 
to which Saxony ought chiefly to attribute 
its late Misfortunes ; he will do well par- 
ticularly to remind the High Chancellor 
Count de Beflucheff of it, not fo much by 
Way of reproaching him with it, but rather 
upon the Foot of confidential Reflections, 
and to make him acknowledge, that it is in- 
deed a very generous Refolution in the 
King to yield fo readily to the Defires of 
the two Imperial Courts ; and that, after 
what lately happened to him from the Ru/- 
fan Court, nothing but his Majefty’s great 
Confidence in him, the High Chancellor, 
and his prefent Credit and Power, could fo 
foon have determined him for the Acceffion, 
in Hopes that this principal Minifter will 
think of making Reparations for the paft, by 
taking his Meafures fo well and fo early, 
that the King may hereafter, in Cafe of 
Need, have not only a timely and fufficient 
Affiftance, but alfo that his Majefty, on the 
Occafions of reciprocal Affiftance, may find 
his Account, Indemnification, and real Ad- 
vantage. 

4 As to the principal Treaty between 
the two Imperial Courts, the King is in- 
tirely difpofed to accede thereto, without 
any other Reftriétion than that of the Num- 
ber of Troops, which they have reciprocally 
ftipulated therein, for the ordinary Cafes of 
giving Succours; and it is neceffary that his 
Majefty’s Plenipotentiaries propofe and in- 
fift, that the Affiftance, he is to receive, be 
fettled, in the A& of Acceflion, at double 
the Succour promifed from the Ele&torate of 
Saxony, becaufe the Court of Vienna fends 
to the King, and maintains at its own 
Charge, in all Cafes, the recjprocal Suc- 
cours of 6 and 12,000:Men. 

5- As foon as the Count de Vicedom and 
wic Sieur Pezold thall have fettled this with 
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the Minifters of the two contra&ting Courts, 
they thall likewife proceed to treat of the 
King’s Acceffion to the fix feparate Ar- 
ticles, five of which are fecret, and require 
much more Refleétion and Adjuftment, 
with Regard to the King’s Conveniency. 

6. However, as his Majefty, through In- 
clination and Zeal for the common In- 
tereft and the public Good, is not averfe to 
affift therein to the utmoft, and in Pro- 
portion to his Forces, his Plenipotentiaries 
muft take particular Care to be more ex- 
plicit on this Head with thofe of the two 
Imperial Courts, to the End that their De- 
mands, and the King’s Condefcenfion in 
each Article, may be combined with his 
Majefty’s Interefts. 

7. There being, among the Articles, 
fome Points of Engagements which pro- 
perly concern only the two Imperial Courts 
principally contraéting, they fhall endea- 
vour to obtain, that the King be not in- 
cluded therein, or that they be foftened in 
Favour of his Majefty ; as alfo that every 
future War in Italy be excepted, as it is 
already in the Treaty with the Court of 
Vienna. 

8. The firft and fourth of the fecret Ar- 
ticles being the moft difficult and burthen- 
fome, if the King accedes to them in their 
full Senfe and Extent, the two Imperial 
Courts cannot have any Objeétion to his 
Majefty’s Demanding, that, befides a jufter 
Proportion in the Engagements, they con- 
tain alfo reciprocal Conditions and Advan- 
tages. 

g- As to the firft fecret Article, which 
concerns the Guaranty of the Grand Duke 
of Rufia’s Poffeffions, as Duke of Hol/tein- 
Slefwic, and of his Ducal Houfe, the Em- 

{fs of Rufia will be pleafed to confider 

ow tenderly and cautioufiy the King muft 
behave towards the Court of Denmark, on 
Account of his Affinity and Right of even- 
tual Succeffion ; and, therefore, the faid So- 
vereign, as well as the Emprefs-Queen, and 
even the Emperor, her Confort, will not, in 
Return, refufe the King and his Pofterity 
the Guaranty of the Succeffion to the Throne 
of Denmark ; which, in Time, may fall to 
a Prince of the Ele&toral Houfe of Saxony. 

10. In fine, as te the fourth fecret Ar- 
ticle, which regards eventual and ftronger 
Meafures againft a new, fudden and un- 
expected Attack from the King of Pruffia, 
the King acknowledges therein the prudent 
Forecatt of the two Emprefles, in thinking 
beforehand how to concert proper Meafures, 
and powerfully affift each other, if, contrary 
to better Expectations, and notwithftanding 
their fcrupulous Attention to obferve their 
Treaties with the faid- Prinee, the latter 
, fhould 











fhould ‘invade the Dominions of either of 
them ; and in this Cale the King is ready 
to join in the fame Meafures: But, as he 
as the moft expofed to the Refentment of 
fo formidable and reftlefs a Neighbour, 
witnefs the fad Experience his Majefty has 
Jately had of it, their Imperial Majefties 
will not be furprifed, that the King, be- 
fore entering into fuch anew, eventual, and 
extenfive Engagement, fhould take better 
Precautions, as well for his Security and 
mutual Defence, as for his being indem- 
nified, and recompenfed proportionally to 
his Efforts and the Progrefs made againf 
fuch an Aggreffor. 

rr. To this End, the Count de Vicedom 
and the Sieur de Pexold thall afk the Impe- 
rial Minifters Plenipotentiaries, 1. What 
Number of Troops their Sovereigns, in fuch 
a-Cale, defire of the King; and, in Return, 
with how many each of them will affitt 
hun? And, zdly, That this Succour de- 
fired of the King be not difproportionate to 
the Strength of his Army. 3. That the 
two Imperial Courts promife double the 
Number to the King. 4. That the two 
Emprefics engage each to keep, at leaft, 
fich a Body of their Troops in a moveable 
Condition, and ready to march to the Af- 
fiftance of his Majefty, one upon the Fron- 
tiers of Prufia, and the other in Bohemia. 
g. That they likewife oblige themfelvcs to 
het the King fhare in the Prifoners, Spoils, 
and Conquefts they fhail make, jointly or 
Separately, on the Aggreffor, and thereby 
the common Enemy. 

12. In Regard to this laft Point, and the 
Partition of future Conqnefts, the King’s 
Minifters Plenipotentiaries are to afk the 
Ruffian Minitter what his Sovereign’s Of- 
fers are; and to declare, relatively to the 
yt of Hungary and Bohemia, 
that, fuppofing this Princefs were attacked 
again by the King of Prufia, and fhould 
recover not only Si/efa and the County of 
Glatz, but likewife fucceed in reducing that 
Aggreflor within narrower Bounds, the 
King of Pcland, as Elector of Saxony, 
would abide by the Partition ftipulated be- 
tween her and his Majefty, by the Conven- 
tion figned at Leipfic the 18th of May, 1745 ; 
of which the Refident Pezold received a 
Copy, inclofed in a Letter from the Mi- 
niftry of the 14th of November following ; 
excepting the third ,Degree of Partition 
therein defined, with which his Majefty 
cannot be fatisfied; becaufe, in Cafe the 
Emprefs-Queen fhould be able to conquer, 
befides the County of Glatz and all Silofar 
no more than the Principality of Crofen 
with the Circle of Zullicheu and the Fiefs of 
Bohemia pofleiied by the King of Prufia in 
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Lufatia, it would be neceffary to grant 
eventually to the King, Elector of Saxony, 
a more confiderable Share, in thofe Con- 
quefts, than the faid PrincipaJity, the Cir- 
cle, and the Fiefs ; with Regard to which, 
his Majefty will wait for the Offers of the 
Court of Viexna, and will give Orders to 
the Count de Lo/s to negociate thereupon 5 
withing only, that the Rufian Court would 
ufe its good Offices to obtain, in this Cale, 
a better Partition for the King from the 
Emprefs-Queen, and alfo fecure and gua- 
ranty to his Majefty the Acquifition thereof. 

23. The Count de Vicedcm and the Sieur 
de Pexold are to take ad referendum all that 
may be faid to them in Anfwer to the Pre- 
miffes, and not to conclude any Thing, un- 
til, in Confequence of their Reports, they 
fhall be authorifed to do it by the King’s 
final Orders and Refolutions. 

14. The reft is left to their Prudence, 
Dexterity, and Zeal for the Service, In- 
tereft, and Glory of his Majefty, who af- 
fures them of his Proteétion and Favour, 
whilft they apply themfelves to execute, wiih 
all the Exactnefs they are capable of, the 
Articles of this Inftruftion. Written at 
Drefden, the 23d of May, 1747.

Memorial prefented by the Saxon Minifters at 
Peterfburg, éhe 34th of September, 1747. 


N the Conference which has been held 

with us the underwritten, the 8th and 
rgth Inftant, we have, indeed, alrzady ex- 
hibited our full Powers, together with the 
Declarations and Conditions on which his 
Majefty the King of Poland, our moft gra- 
cious Matter, as Elector of Saxony, is wil- 
ling to accede to the Treaty of defenfive Al- 
liance concluded between the two Imperial 
Courts at Peter/hurg, the 22d of May, 1746, 
as well as to the fecret and feparate Arti- 
cles of the fame Treaty, agreeable to the 
Orders and Inftruétions we have received 
on this Head. 

But, as their Excellencies the Minifters 
of the two Imperial Courts, impowered to 
confer with us, have defired to receive from 
us fomething in Writing, we would not 
omit giving the following Summary: 

I. His Polifh Majefty,very readily and 
gratefully acknowledges the Friendthip, 
which the two Imperial Courts have been 
pleafed to teftify to him, by communicating 
to his Majefty the faid Treaty with the fe- 
parate and fecret Articles, and inviting him 
to accede thereto; but, at the fame Time, 
he flatters himfelf, that the many important 

Reafons 
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Réafons he has for refraining, in the pre- 
fent Crifis, from all new Engagements, the 
two high contracting Parties will confider 
the Facility, which his Majefty fhews on 
this Occafion, as a new Proof of his fincere 
Friendthip and perfe&t Confidence, and that 
they will thereby be more inclinable to fettle 
the faid Acceffion on fuch a Footing, that 
his Majefty may not only be affifted with- 
out Lofs of Time, and in a fufficient Man- 
ner, whenever the Cafe happens, but like- 
wile have fufficient Indemnification and real 
Advantages, in Confequence of his recipro- 
eal and real Concurrence. 

II. In this Confidence, his Majefty is 
ready to accede purely to the Body of the 
Treaty, with this only Reftriction, That, 
in Return for the Number of auxiliary 
Troops which his Majetty, as Elector of 
Saxony, will oblige himfelf to furnifh, the 
two Imperial Courts do ftipulate for him 
double the Number, in Imitation of the En- 
gagements already fubfifting between him 
and her Majefty the Emprefs-Queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia. With Regard to 
the particular Number of Troops to be fur- 
nifhed by our Court, we are ordered to 
wait the firft Overtures from the two high 
contracting Parties on that Head. We are, 
however, of Opinion, from the Succours 
which appear needful to be mutually fur- 
nifhed in the ordinary Cafes, on -which the 
Body of the Treaty turns, ‘s already deter- 
mined by the Treaties which his Majefty 
has actually made with the two Courts; 
the fame might alfo be adhered to in the 
prefent Acceflion, and be content with ma- 
king this ferve as a Confirmation of pre- 
seding Engagements. 

III. The Circumftances being very dif- 
ferent, with Regard to the feparate and {e- 
cret Articles, the firft and fourth of which 
efpecially deferve a much more ferious At- 
tention, we have received Inftructions, re- 
lative to the firft Article, which refpeéts the 
Guaranty of the prefent Pofleflions of his 
Imperial Highne(s the Grand Duke of Ru/- 
fia, as Duke of Holfein-Schlefwic, in Ger- 
many, to reprefent the great Regard his 
Majefty is obliged to thew to the Court of 
Denmark, in Confideration of the Tyes of 
Blood and of the eventual Succeflion that 
belongs to him; and to propofe, for this 
Reafon, that, for the faid Guaranty which 
his Majefty is to charge himielf with, he 
fhould, in Return, have the Guaranty of 
the two high contrasting Parties, as alfo 
that of the Emperor, with Regard to the 
abovementioned Right cf eventual Succef- 
fion to the Throne of Devzxark, and that 
this Right, be in the mean Time, acknow- 
hedged, 


IV. With Regard to the fourth Article, 
his Majefty intirely approves of the wite 
and effeétual Meafures which the Imperiab 
Courts have eventually taken, in Cafe that 
his Majefty the King of Prufia, notwith- 
ftanding the exaét Obfervation of the Peace 
concluded with that Prince, fhould agaim 
attack, in a hoftile Manner, the Dominions 
of either Party ; and he is ready to concur 
therein. But, as his Majetty has {till greateg 
Reafons, than the two Imperial Courts, to 
refle&t maturely on it, and ought above all 
Things to confider, that, according te the 
fad Experience he has lately had, the King 
of Priufia has taken a Pretence; from the 
Succours he was obliged to furnifh to her 
Majetty the Emprefs-Queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, to declare War againft him 5 
that, moreover, the Electorate of Saxony, 
by its Situation, is fo much expofed to his 
Refentment, that, if it were not imme- 
diately aflifted, it would be impoffible, by 
its own Forces, to withtiand fuch fudden 
Attacks, as have been executed by the King 
of Prufia; and, in fhort, if Provifion be not 
previoufly made for the Security and Prefes- 
vation of the faid Electorate, the two high 
contracting Parties would themfelves be in- 
finitely prejudiced by the Ruin of this State. 
In Coniequence of thefe Confiderations, his 
Majefty flatters himfelf, that the two high 
contracting Parties will themfelves acknow- 
ledge the Neceffity and Juftice of the Con- 
ditions and Modifications which we are or- 
dered to propofe, viz. 1. That the Num- 
ber of auxiliary Troops, which they thail 
require of his Majefty, be not difpropor- 
tioned to the Strength of his Army. 2. 
That each of the two Imperial Courts pre- 
mife double that Number to his Majetty ; 
and, if this fhouid be found infufficient, 
the Affiflance be yet farther increafed. 3. 
That the two Empreffes do each of thena 
engage to keep fuch a Body of their Troops, 
at leaft, in a proper Condition, and in 
Readinefs to march to his Majefty’s Ai- 
fiftance, on the one Side, on the Frontiers 
of Prufie, and, on the other, in Bohemia. 
4. That thefe Bodies of Troops do make a 
Diverfion in the neareft Countries te therm, 
the Moment that the Territories of Saxony 
fhall be attacked, or War declared againit 
the Eleétorate; and even without requirmg 
the Formality of a previous Concert, not- 
withftanding what is ftipulated on this Head 
in the Body of the Treaty, as well as in 
the fecret Article. 5. That, in Cafe one 
of the two Imperial Courts fhould be at- 
tacked, his Majefty be not obliged to be- 
gin the Operations, before the other .Impe- 
rial Court has begun to act effectually, in 
ordex to avert the Eiloct of the Superiority 
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of the Enemy, or, at leaft, till the evident 
Danger of being fuddenly crufhed is va- 
nifhed. 6. What his Majelty, in Confe- 
quence of the tenth Article of the Treaty, 
partake not only of the Plunder and the 
Prifoners, but alfo of the Conquefts that 
may be made on the Enemy. 7. and laft- 
ly, ‘ That, as her Majefty the Emprefs of 
© Rufia has declared, in the fourth fecret 
© Article, that, in the Cafe of fending Suc- 
€ cours, or making a Diverfion, fhe had 
* no Defign to make new Conquefts ; and, 
* confequently, it will be indifferent to her, 
© how his Majefty agrees with the Court of 
* Vienna about the eventual Partition and 
© a proper Indemnification; her faid Im- 
© perial Majefty of Rufia would therefore 
* be pleafed previoufly to approve this Con- 
€ vention, and take upon herfelf to guaran- 
€ ty it.” 

With Regard to the fifth feparate Arti- 
ele, and the fecond, third, and fifth fecret 
Articles, his Majetty’s Acceflion to thefe 
Articles muft of courfe be out of the Quef- 
tion; becaufe, on the one Hand, the faid 
Articles relate to Engagements which con- 
cern the two Imperial Courts only; and, 
on the other, becaufe, in not communicat- 
ing to his Majefty the moft fecret Article 
mentioned in the third fecret Article, they 
have thereby themielves given to under- 
ftand, that the King’s Concurrence in thofe 
Engagements is not required ; and that, for 
the reit, they are willing to abide by what 
has been anteriorly ftipulated in the Trea- 
ties fubfitting between his Majetty and each 
ef the Imperial Courts. But, becaufe, in 
the third and fifth fecret Articles, the Ex- 
ception to the Ca/fus Farderis, already laid 
down in the Treaty itfelf, with Regard to 
future Wars in I¢aly, is repeated, with this 
Addition, That, on the Part of the Em- 
prefs-Queen, the prefent War with the Houle 
of Bourdon, and, on the Part of her Ma- 
jefty, the Emprefs of Rufia, an hottile Ag- 
gretlion on her Empire from the Side of the 
North, are not to be deemed Cales of fuch 
a Nature as may prevent what has been {ti- 
pulated in the tourth fecret Article relating 
to a Rupture on the Part of Prufia; there- 
fore the two high contra&ting Parties will 
not refufe to include his Majeity likewife in 
this Stipulation. 

As for the reft, the King makes no 
Doubt but the two Imperial Courts will 
confider all thefe Propofitions as fo many 
Proofs of his Equity, his Confidence, and 
his fincere Friendthip; and he flatters him- 
felf the more with the Hope of receiving a 
favourable Anfwer, as the Calamities, he 
has incurred for the common Caufe, have 
iatitled him to a better Provilion, both for

his future Safety and Indemnification. We 
the under-written wait for the faid Declara- 
tion and Anfwer, in order to proceed fur- 
ther in the Affair of the Acceffion.

Difpatch from the King of Poland to the Count 
de Lofs at Vienna, dated Dec. 21, 1747+ 


OU will doubtlefs remember, that 
the two Imperial Courts of Vienna 
and Peterburg had no fooner given me an 
Invitation, by the Counts of Efferbafy and 
Beflucheff, to accede to the Treaty of de- 
fenfive Alliance, renewed between the two 
Emprefles the 22d of May 1746, than I 
caufed full Information to be given you of 
the Inftruétion fent for that Purpofe to my 
Minifters Plenipotentiaries at the Court of 
Rufia, where it was agreed that the Affair 
of my Acceffion fhould be negociated. I 
ordered this to be imparted to you on the 
23d of May laft; and, being informed that 
the Court where you refide delayed com- 
municating to you the Treaty in Queftion, 
I gave Orders, in the Month of Fuly fol- 
lowing, that a Copy of it fhould be fent to 
you, together with all the feparate and fe- 
cret Articles, which had been communi- 
cated to me by the Imperial Minifters here, 
on Occafion of their joint Invitation. My 
Minifters at Peterburg, after having, in ge- 
neral Terms, declared my favourable Dif. 
pofitions towards the Acceffion, and pro- 
duced their full Powers, were always pre- 
pared to enter upon Bufinefs with the Mi- 
nifters authorifed for that Purpofe by the 
two Emprefles, without having any Op- 
portunity of doing it fooner than the ,§ of 
September laft at a Conference ; and, being 
then defired to deliver their Overtures in 
Writing, they did fo by a Pro Memoria, 
figned the 44 of September, a Copy of 
which (marked A) is hereunto annexed. 
© Whereas, till the two Imperial Courts 
© return an Aniwer thereto by their Mini- 
© fters at Peterjburg, and before I do, in 
© Confequence of it, take a final Refolution, 
* in Regard to my A& of Acceflion, it is 
© requifite for me to come.toa right Un- 
* derftanding with the Emprefs-Queen con- 
© cerning the eventual Partition which is to 
© fall to my Portion, in Cafe that Princefs 
‘ be again attacked by the King of Pru/- 
‘ fa, contrary to better Expectations, and 
* fhould, by the Concurrence of my Affift-

you will find hereunto annexed, may 
hereafter ferve as an eventual Partition, 
the third Degree excepted ; or, in Cafe 
the Court of Vienna fhould be able to re- 
cover, befides the County of Glatz, only 
all Silefa, with the Principality of Cro/- 
fen, the Circle of Zullichau, and the Fiefs 
of Bohemia, which the King of Prufia 
poffefles in Zu/atia, you mutt demand of 
the Emprefs-Queen a more confiderable 
Share for me in thofe Conquefts than the 
faid Principality, Circle, and Fiefs; and 
infift upon that Princefs’s making me an 
Offer of it, that I may confider whether it 
would fuit my Conveniency to acquie‘ce 
¢ in it.” In making the Overture to the 
Emprefs. Queen, and to her Minifters of 
Confidence, of this Demand, you will fhew 
them how juit and equitable it is to grant 
me a more advantageous Portion, in order 
to indemnify me for the unhappy Fate and 
the Loffes I have fuftained, by formerly af- 
fitting her Imperial Majefty with all my 
Forces. On your fucceflive Reports of the 
Progrefs of your Negoviation, I fhall fend 
you further Orders, praying, in the mean 
Time, God, &c. Done at Drefden, the 
gift of December 1747.

Rules, it being therein declared, that not 
only the Cafe of an hoflile Aggreffion on the 
Part of his Prujian Majetty againit her Ma- 
jefly the Emprefs Queen, but alfo the Cafe 
of the like Ageretlion againft the Rujian 
Empire, or againft the Republic of Poland, 
is to be regarded as a Violation of the Peace 
of Drefden, and therefore muft give her Ma- 
jefty the Emprefs-Queen a Right to recover 


the Dutchy of Silefa and the County of 


Glatz. Should your Majefly approve of that

nicated to the King of Poland by the above- 
faid Courts. To which he is ordered to add, 
that fhould any fuch feparate or fecret Ar- 
ticle exift, and his Poli/b Majefty be invited 
to accede tiiercto, his faid Majeity, in tha 

Cafe, would do nothing that might tend to 
give Offence to the moft Chriftian King, or 
be any Way inconfiftent with the Engage- 
ments fubfilting between the King of Poland 
and his moft Chriftian Majefty, by the 
Treaty concluded between them the azft of 
April 1749.

Extra& of the Infiru&ions given to General 
Arnim for his Mision to Peterfburg, da- 
ted Feb. 19, 1750- 


(b) F TER this, General Arzim may 
infinuate, that they muft remem- 
ber in what Manner his Majeity had long 
fince, by his Minifters at Petersburg, the 
Count de Vicetom and the Sieur de Pexold, 
declared his Inclination to accede to the 
Treaty of Petersburg of the 22d of May 
746; and that it was then found that the 
ueftion Az was fo clofely linked with the 
Queftion Quomodo, that it was impoflible to 
decide the one without the other. 

(c) That, in the Negociation relating to 
the Queftion Quomeda, all Sorts of Difiicul- 
fies had occurred, as appears more fully by 
the Memorial of the Rujsian Minittry, dated 
the 3d of Fanuary 1748, in the Anfwer to 
the Memorial of the King’s Minifters of the 
44 of September 1747. But that his Majetty 
flattered himfelf, from the Friendhhip of her 
Majefty the Emprefs of Ru/ria, and the good 
Intentions of the Rufiian Minittry, that no- 
thing beyond his Power wouid be required 
of him; and that his Acccilion would only 
be defired upon Condition of his being 
charged with nothing but what he was ca- 
pable of performing ; that the two Imperial 
Courts, on the other Hand, fhould promife 
him, in Cafe his patrimonial Dominions in 
Germany fhould be hoftilely invaded, a {pee- 
dy, fure, and fufficient Affitiance, by Means 
of two Armies, to be always in Readinefs 
en the refpective Frontiers, which might be 
able to fuccour him immediately, or to make

In the like Manner we exprefly repeat here 
the faine friendly Declaration, which, among 
ether falutary Views, tends principally to 
prove his Majefty’s high Efteem for theis 
Imperial Majefties and the other Allies, and 
the Value he {ets on their Friendfhip. Nor 
does his Majefty doubt in the leaft, confider- 
ing the fo frequently repeated Aflurances of 
the precious Friendfhip of her Majefty the 
Empreis of Ru/Sia, but that fhe will, in Re- 
turn, in Coniequence of the Aceeffion in 
Queftion, previoufly and fufficiently provide 
for the Safety of his Majeity’s hereditary 
Dominions, and prevail on the other Allies 
to do the fame. 

In this Expegtation, his Majefty will fpee- 
dily fend his Minifter at the Court of Ruyjsie 
the neccilary Inttructions for proceeding tur- 
ther in the Affair, and bringing the Nego- 
ciation in Queition to a happy Iffue. 

And of this we would not fail to apprize 
his Excellency Count de Key/erlizz, that he 
may impart the fame to his Court, &c.

That, neverthelefs, he could not forbear

Emprefs fhould content herfelt with fim- 
ply anfwering, That, in the violent and 
general Crifis Europe was now in, her Du- 
ty and the Dignity of her Crown requi- 
red her to take fuficient Meatures for her 
own Security as well as for the Safety of 
her Friends and Allies.” That the Em- 
prefs-Queen had approved of this Antwer ; 
and, as a Proof that the Step and Demand of 
the King of Prujsia did not occafion the 
leaft Embarrafiment here, her Majelty im- 
mediately ordered the Hour of M. Kiing- 
grajé’s Audience to be fixed for the next 
Day, which was the Day before Yeiterday s 
And after hearing that Minitter’s Propofi- 
tion, juft as he had imparted it the preceding: 
Day to Count de Kaunitz, the had anfwered 
him precilely in the Terms abovementioned, 
and then fuddenly broke off the Audience 
with a Nod, without entering into any fur- 
ther Detail. It is certain that all Vienna, 
being then affembled in the Emprefs-Queen’s 
Drawing-Room, it being a Day of Galla, 
faw M. Klinggrafe enter, and then depart 
in avery few Minutes, with an Air of Aftc- 
nifhment. I have received all thefe Parti- 
culars from the Mouth of Count de Kau- 
witz, who, on this Occafion, has talked to 
me with more Opennefs and Confidence 
than he had done hitherto, and even char- 
ged me to make Ule of them in my Dif= 
patches to your Excellency, but tll with 
the greateft Secrecy. 

It is not doubted but this Anfwer, ecnal- 
ly itrong and ob{cure, will greatly embar- 
rafs the King of Prufsia; and that Prince, 
it is pretended here, muft be very unealy, 
and that he has already drawn out of his 
Treafury three Millions of Crowns, for de- 
fraying the Expences of his Preparations 
and Augmentations. 

It is prefumed, that his Defign in afking 
the abovementioned Queftion prebably was, 
that, if he had been aniwered, that he him- 
felf had been the Cau‘e of the Armaments 
made here, he would have endeavoured to 
difculpate himfelf, by alledging, in Proot 
of his Innocence, that, for this very Rea- 
fon, he had not even formed the Camps 
which he had ordered to be marked out, in 
order to exercife his Soldiers, but had di- 
rected the Regiments to feparate; imagin- 
ing, in all Probability, that he fhould lay 
this Court under a Necellity of following 
his Example, by diicontinu:ng likewile its 
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Preparations. However, I am perfuaded 
he will find it a difficult Tafk, by fuch Il- 
lufions, to divert it from its Defign. 

We have learned, by an Exprefs who ar- 
rived laft Suzday from the Count de Puebla, 
that, notwithftanding the feigned Difpofi- 
tions of the King of Prufsia, his Troops 
ftill continued filing off towards Silefa. It 
is befides very eafily conceived, that, by the 
local Pofition of his Army, that Prince can 
affemble them in as many Weeks as it 
would require Months to do the fame here, 
on Account of the Diftance of the Places 
where the Troops are quartered ; on which 
Account he has too vifible an Advantage 
over this Court, which he can put to fuch 
great Expences, by long and continual Mar- 
ches, that they would at laft become intole- 
rable: I fay, it is very readily conceived, 
that it is neceflary to purfue, without In- 
terruption, the Meafures already begun, in 
order to put themfelves, in the prefent Cir- 
cumftances, upon equal Terms, and in a 
good Pofture ; that the King of Prujsia may 
be thereby obliged to keep up his Arma- 
ments, and the Augmentations made and to 
be made, which exceed his Means, or waite 
himfelf gradually ; * or elle, in order to pre- 
* vent this Inconvenience, to take a preci- 
* pitate Refo'ution ; which, I think, is pre- 
® cilely what they expect.’ 

The Return of M. Klinegrafe’s Courier, 
which the faid Prince, doubtlefs, impatient- 
ly expects, will give us more Light into his 
Difpofitions. It is reafonable to believe, 
that, if he thinks himfelf menaced, he will 
no longer delay coming to Aétion, and pre- 
venting thofe whom he dreads, in order to 
take Advantage of the Situation in which 
this Court will continue till the End of the 
Month of Auguf, which is the Term when 
all the Troops are to be affembled. But, 
on the other Hand, if he remains quiet, he 
may be perfuaded that he will not he mo- 
lefted or attacked, ‘ at leaft not this Year.’ 
However, from all the Obfervations I am 
able to make, I cannot help thinking, that 
this Court muft be very certain of the 
Friendfhip and Attachment of Rujsia. And 
this feems to me to be farther confirmed by 
a Letter of the 6th of December, from M. 
Swart, the Dutch Minifter at Petersburg, to 
M. de Burmannia, in which, among other 
Things, he obferves, that the French Emif- 
fary, the Chevalier Douglas, gained Ground 
every Day. 

As this cannot fail of producing an Al- 
teration in the old Syftem of Ru/sia, it is not 
at all furprifing that the High Chancellor 
Count Befuchef#, agreeably to what your 
Excellency did me the Honour to write to 
me in your laft Difpatch, has refolved to re- 
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tire into the Country, under Pretence of re- 
covering his Health, and to withdraw a- 
while from public Bufinefs ; as he may be 
defirous of waiting what Turn Affairs may 
take, and perhaps forefees the Moment is 
at no great Diftance, fince the Whole feems 
to depend on the King of Pru/sia’s Refolu- 
tion ; it being certain, that, if he remains 
quiet, neither will the Court of Vienna be- 
gin toatt, ‘at leaftthis Year : But the will 
endeavour to finith her Preparations du- 
ring that Interval, that fhe may, the next 
Year, be in a Situation to take a Refolu- 
tion fuitable to the Circumftances and E- 
vents which Time may produce.” 

* And this to me is a further Confirma- 
tion of the Opinion which I ventured to 
take the Liberty of communicating to your 
Excellency in my former Letters, that our 
Court has not any furer Means of profit- 
ing by the prefent Conjunétures, which, 
perhaps, never were fo favourable during 
the Reign of our auguft Mafter, than by 
putting itfelf in a good Pofture, in order 
that its Concurrence may be courted... A 
Friend of mine, who pretends to have his 
Information from one of the Clerks of the 
Treafury, affures me, that this Court has 
remitted a Million of Florins to Ru/tia. 
Count de Kauuxitz has told me, that the 
Advices which your Excellency had con- 
veyed to him, relating to the Reports {pread 
by the King of Prujfsia, concerning Allian- 
ces to be made between him and us, as al- 
fo with Rujfsia; and, moreover, that this 
Court was taking upon her a Mediation 
between France and England ; has already 
been fent to him by other Hands, and confe- 
quently deferved the more Attention, as 
wel] as to be contradicted ; which the Em- 
prefs-Queen’s Minifters at the Courts of 
Eurepe would accordingly be ordered to do. 
This Chancellor of State further told me, 
there was Advice, that the King of Prufsia 
had formed an Intention of furprifing the 
City of Stralfund in S:wedifh Pomerania ; 
and that, if this proved true, it was proba- 
bly to be in Confequence of the Plot lately 
difcovered at Stockholm. 

Should your Excellency have an Oppor- 
tunity of making Infinuations with Safety 
at the Court of Loudon, you might perhaps 
do it fome Service, by apprifing it of the 
Danger into which it has been led by thofe 
who now have there the greateft Influence. 

That Court will find it a difficult Tafk to 
free herfelf from the Diftrefs which the is 
plunged into; and, if the does not feparate 
herfelf from the King of Prujsia, by making 
her Peace with France on the beit Condi- 
tions poffible, the latrer will go on from 
Succels to Succefs, and from one Proje& to

wort, is a fpecies of the lychnis ge- 
nus, the chara&ters of which are: The 
jeaves are intire and conjugated ; the calyx 
is intire, fwelling, tubylated, generally 
ftriated, not caducous, but often diftended 
like a bottle, with a narrow n nargin. The

Sopewort has many creeping roots arifing 
from a thick woody head; it fends forth 
ftalks about a foot high, which are encom- 
pafled by large foot-ftalks of the leaves : 
Thele are fmooth and of a pale green co- 
Jour, broad and fharp- pointed, about two 
inches long, having three pretty high: veins 
on their back part. The flowers grow on 
the top of the ttalks, being large, of a pale 
purple colour, each compofed of five large, 
yound-pointed leaves, fet in a fmooth long 
calyx; the feed is fmall and round, grow- 
ing in long, roundith feed-veffels. It de- 
lights i in watery places and near rivers, and 
flowers in June. The leaves only are uled 
gn medicine. 

It is called faponaria, or fopewort, be- 
eaufe its juice will take greafy {pots out of 
cloaths; and bruewort, from its being 
often uted by the country people to cure 
bruifes. . It is reckoned opening and atte- 
nuating, and fomewhat fudorific ; and is, 
by fome, recommended as ufeful againft the 
Jues venerea. COutwardly applied, it helps 
hard tumors and whitloes, and provokes 
faeezing. 

Tournefort fays, that a decoftion of the 
fopewort cures the itch and tetters. The 
juice of the plant is of a very bitter tafte, 
and hardly gives any tin&ture of red to blue 
paper ; whieh thews, that the bitter neutral 
falt of the earth is mixed with it, without 
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any confiderable alteration, unlefs it be a¢« 
companied with a great deal of fulphur. 

So pewort may be propagat ted either by 
fowing the feeds or parting the roots: If 
from leeds, it fhould be fown on a bed of 
light earth, in the a. of March 5 
and, when the plants are come up pretty 
ftrong, which is nade in May, they 
fhould be tran{planted out into nurfery-beds, 

at about fix inches diftance each way, ob- 
ferving to water and fhade them until they 
have taken root ; after which they will re- 
quire no further care, but enly to kes »p thena 
clear from weeds till Michaelmas, at which 
time they may be removed into the borders 
of the flower-garden, where, the next fea- 
fon, they w ill produce very {trong ftems of 
flowers. But, if you propaga ite them by 
parting the icots, it may be done either in 
September, or the beginning of pre. 
but the former feafon is p veferab sle, becaufe 
they will n be well rooted in the ground, 
before the dry weather of the {pring comes 
on, w! ; will not be affe&ted by it; 
whereas thofe planted in the fpring, if the 
weather fhould prove dry foon after, will 
ftarve and be very weak, unlefs frequently 
watered. 

This plant muft have a moift foil and 
fhac ly fituation, where it will thrive excecd- 
ingly; but ina hot dry foil it feldom does 
well. Tt will make an ele gant ficure in 
cold fhady borders, where few other plants 
will thrive.

‘Thy 
fubjects gaze upon thy greatnefs, and think 
ef danger or milfery no more. Why, Se- 
ged, wilt not thou partake the bleflings thou 
beftoweft ?

Why 
fhould thy heart be heavy with fear, or thy 
face clouded with anxiety, when the meaneft 
ef thofe, who call thee Sovereign, gives the 
day to fe‘tivity, and the night to peace? 
At length, Seged, reflect and be wife. 
What is the gift of conqueft, but fafety ? 
Why are riches colle@ted, but to purchale 
happinefs ?” 

Seged then ordered his houfe of pleafure, 
built in an ifland of the lake Dambia, to be 
prepared for his reception. £ I will retire, 
tays he, for ten days from tumult and care, 
from Councils and decrees. Long quiet is 
not the lot of the Governors of nations ; but 
a ceflation of ten days cannot be denied me, 
This fhort interval of happinefs may, furely, 
be fecured from the interruption of fear or 
perplexity, forrow or difappointment. I 
will exclude all trouble from my abode, 
and remove from my thoughts whatever 
may confufe the harmony of the concert, 
or abate the fweetnefs of the banquet. I 
wel fill the capacity of my foul with enjoy- 
ment, and try what it is to live without a 
with unfatisfied.” 

In a few days, the orders were performed, 
and Seged hatted to the palace of Dambia, 
which ftood in an ifland cultivated only for 
pleafure, planted with every flower that 
{preads its colours to the fun, and every 
fhrub that fpreads fragrance in the air. In 
one part of this extenfive garden, were open 
walks for excurfion in the morning; in 
another, thick groves, and filent arbours, 
and bubbling fountains for repofe at noon. 
All that could folace the fenfe, or flatter 
the fancy; all that induftry could extort 
from nature, or wealth furnifh to art; all 
that conqueft could feize, or beneficence at- 
tract, was collected together ; and every 
perception of delight was excited and gra- 
tified. 

Into this delicious region Seged fum- 
moned all the perfons of his court, who 
feemed eminently qualified to receive or 
communicate pleafure. His call was rea- 
dily obeyed ; the young, the fair, the vi- 
vacious, and the witty, were all in hafte to 
be fated with felicity. They failed jocund 
over the lake, which feemed to finooth its 
fsrface befowe them; their paflage was

with expectation. a 

Seged, landing here with his band of 
pleafure, determined, from that hour, to 
break off all acquaintance with difcontent ; 
to give his heart for ten days to eafe and jol- 
lity; and then fall back to the common 
{tate of men, and iuffer his life to be diverfi- 
fied, as before, with joy and forrow. 

He immediately entered his chamber, to 
confider wherz he fhould begin his circle of 
happinefS. He had all the artilts of delight 
before him ; but knew not whom to call, 
fince he could not enjoy one, but by delay- 
ing the performance of another. He chofe 
and rejected, he refulved and changed his 
refolution, till his faculties were harrafled, 
and his thoughts con/vfed ; then returned to 
the apartment, where bis prefence was ex- 
pected, with languid eyes and clouded coun- 
tenance, und fpread the infeétion of uncafi- 
nefs over the whole affembly. He obferved 
their depreffion, and was offended; for he 
found his vexation increated by thofe whom 
he expeéted to diffipate and relieve it. He 
retired again to his private chamber, angi 
fought for confolaticn in his own mind 3 
one thought flowed in upon anpther; a 
long fucceffion of images feized his atten~ 
tion; the moments crept imperceptibly away 
through the gloom of pentivenefs, till, ha- 
ving recovered his tranquillity, he litted up 
his head, and faw the lake brightened by 
the fetting fun. ‘¢ Such, faid Seged, fighe 
ing, is the longeft day of human exiftences 
betore we have learned to ule it, we find it 
at an end.’ 

The regret, which he felt for the lofs of 
fo great a part of his firft day, tock from 
him all inclination to enjoy the evening ; 
and, after having endeavoured, for the fake 
of his attendants, to iorce an-air of gaiety, 
and excite that mirth which he could not 
fhare, he refolved to refer his hopes to the 
next morning, and lay down upon his bed 
to partake, with the flaves of labour and 
poverty, the bletfing of {leep. 

He rofe early the fecond morning, and 
refolved now to be happy; he, therefore, 
fixed upon the gate of the palace an edid, 
importing, that whoever, during nine days, 
fhould appear in the pretence of the King 
with a dejected countenance, or utter any 
expreilion of difcontent or forrow, fhould be 
driven for ever from the palace of Dambia. 

This ediét was immediately made known 
in every chamber of the court, and bower 
of the gardens.

He entered 
the garden attended by the Princes and La- 
dies of his court, and, feeing nothing about 
him but airy chearfulnefs, began to fay to 
his heart, * This day fhall be a day of plea- 
fure.” The fun played upon the water, the 
birds warbled in the groves, and the gales 
quivered along the branches. He roved 
trom walk to walk as chance direéted him, 
and fometimes liften’d to the fongs,fometimes 
mingled with the dancers, fometimes let loofe 
his imagination in flights of merriment ; and 
fometimes uttered grave reflections, and fen- 
tentious maxims, and feafted on the admi- 
ration with which they were received. 

Thus the day rolled on, without any ac- 
cident of vexation, or intrufion of melan- 
choly thoughts. All that beheld him 
caught gladnefs from his looks; and the 
fight of happinefs conferred by himfelf fil- 
led his heart with fatistaction: But, having 
paffed three hours in this harmlefs luxury, 
he was alarmed on a fudden by an univer- 
fal {cream among the women; and, turn- 
ing back, faw the whole affembly flying in 
confufion. A young crocodile had rifen 
out of the lake, and was ranging the gar- 
dens in wantonnefs or hunger, Seged be- 
held him with indignation, as a difturber 
of his felicity, and chaced him back into the 
Jake ; but could not perfuade his retinue to 
ftay, or free their hearts from the terror 
which had feized upon them. The Prin- 
ceffes had inclofed themfelves in the palace, 
and could yet {carcely believe themfelves in 
fafety. Every attention was fixed upon the 
late danger and efcape, and no mind was 
any longer at leifure for gay fallies or care- 
lefs prattle. 

Seged had now no other employment, 
than to contemplate the innumerable cafu- 
alties, which lie in ambufh on every fide to 
intercept the happinefs of man, and break 
in upon the hour of delight and tranquillity. 
He had, however, the confolation of think- 
ing, that he had not now been difappeinted 
by his own fault, and that the accident, 
which had blafted the hopes of the day, 
might eafily be prevented by future caution. 

That he might provide for the pleafure of 
the next morning, he refolved to repeal the 
penal edict, fince he had already found, 
that difcontent and melancholy were not to 
be frighted away by the threats of autho- 
rity, and that pleafure would only refide 
where fhe was exempted from controul. He 
therefore invited all the companions of his 
retreat to unbounded pleafantry, by propo- 
fing prizes for thofe who fhould, on the fol- 
lowing day, diftinguifh themfelves by any 
feltive performances ; the tables of the anti-

Chamber were covered with gold and pearls, 
and robes and garlands, decreed the re- 
wards of thofe who could refine elegance, 
or heighten pleafure. ‘ 

At this dilplay of riches every eye imme- 
diately fparkled, and every tongue was bu- 
fied in celebrating the bownty and magnifi- 
cence of the Emperor. But, when Seged 
entered, in hopes of uncommon entertain- 
ment from univerfal emulation, he found, 
that any paffion too ftrongly agitated puts 
an end to that tranquillity which is neceflary 
to mirth ; and that the mind, that is to be 
moved by the gentle ventilations of gaicty, 
muft be firft {moothed by a total calm. 
Whatever we ardently with to gain, we 
muft, in the fame degree, be afraid to lofe ; 
and fear and pleafure cannot dwell toge- 
ther. 

All was now care and follicitude. No- 
thing was done or fpoken, but with fo vi- 
fible an endeavour at perfection, as always 
failed to delight, though it fometimes forced 
admiration ; and Seged could not but ob- 
ferve with forrow, that his prizes had more 
influence than himfelf. As the evening 
approached, the conteft grew more earneft ; 
and thofe, who were forced to allow them- 
felves excelled, began to difcover the ma- 
lignity of defeat, firft by angry glances, and 
at laft by contemptuous murmurs. Seged 
likewife fhared the anxiety of the day; for, 
confidering himfelf as obliged to diftribute, 
with exact jultice, the prizes which had 
been fo zealoufly fought, he durft never re- 
mit his attention, but paffed his time in ba- 
Jancing different kinds of merit, and adjuft- 
ing the claims of all the competitors. 

At laft, knowing that no exaétnefs could 
fatisfy thofe whofe hopes he fhould difap- 
point, and thinking that, on a day fet apart 
for happinefs, it would be cruel to opprefs 
any heart with forrow, he declared, that all 
had pleafed him alike, and difimiffed all 
with prefents of equal value. 

Seged faw that his caution had not been 
able to avoid offence. They, who had be- 
lieved. themfelves fecure of the higheft prizes, 
were not pleafed to be levelled with the 
croud; and though, by the liberality of the 
King, they received more than his promife 
had intitled them to expeéct, they departed 
unfatisfied, becaufe they were honoured 
with no diftin&tion, and wanted an oppor- 
tunity to triumph in the mortification of 
their opponents. ¢ Behold here, faid Se- 
ged, the condition of him who places his 
happinefs in the happinefs of others!" He 
then retired to meditate; and, while the 
Courtiers were repining at his diftributions, 
faw the fifth fun go down in difcontent. 

The next dawn renewed his refolution to 
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be happy. But, having learned how little 
he could effe&t by fettled fchemes, or pre- 
paratory meafures, he thought it belt to give 
up one day intirely to chance, and left eve- 
ry one to pleafe and be pleafed in his own 
way. 

This relaxation of regularity diffufed a 
general complacency through the whole 
court, and the Emperor imagined, that he 
had at laft found the fecret of obtaining an 
interval of felicity. But, as he was roving 
in this carelefs affembly with equal carelefl- 
nefs, he overheard one of his Courtiers, ina 
clofe arbour, murmuring to himéelf: ‘ What 
merit has Seged above us, that we fhould 
thus fear and obey him? A man whom, 
whatever he may have formerly performed, 
his ]uxury now fhews to have the fame 
weaknefs with ourfelves.*. This charge af- 
fected him the more, as it was uttered by 
one whom he had always obferved among 
the moft abjeét of his flatterers. At firft, 
his indignation prompted him to feverity; 
but, refieéting that what was fpoken with- 
out intention to be heard, was to be confi- 
dered as only thought, and was, perhaps, 
but the fudden burft of cafual and temporary 
vexation, he invented fome decent pretence 
to fend him away, that his retreat might 
not be tainted with the breath of envy 3 
and, after the ftruggle of deliberation was 
paft, and all defire of revenge utterly fup- 
prefled, pafled the evening not only with 
tranquillity, but triumph, though none but 
himielf was confcious of the viétory. 

The remembrance of this clemency 
cheared the beginning of the feventh day 5 
and nothing happened to difturb the plea- 
fure of Seged, till, looking on the tree that 
fhaded him, he recollected, that, undér a 
tree of the fame kind, he had paffed the 
night after his defeat in the kingdom of 
Guianna. The refle&tion on his lofs, his 
difhonour, and the miferies which his fub- 
jects fuffered from the invader, filled him 
with fadnefs. At laft he fhook off the 
weight of forrow, and began to folace him- 
felf with his ufual pleafures, when his trane 
quillity was again difturbed by jealoufies 
which the late conteft for the prizes had 
produced, and which, having in vain tried 
to pacify them by perfuafion, he was forced 
to filence by command. 

On the eighth morning, Seged was awa- 
ked early by an unufual hurry in the apart- 
ments, and, inquiring the caufe, was told, 
that the Princefs Balkis was feized with fick- 
nefs. He rofe, and, calling the phyficians, 
found they had little hopes of her recovery. 
Here was an end of jollity ; all his thoughts 
were now upon his daughter, whofe eyes 
he clofed on the tenth day, 

Such 
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Such were the-days which Seged of Ethi- 
opia had appropriated to a fhort refpiration 
from the fatigues of war and the cares ot 
government. ‘This narrative he has be- 


c 


queathed to future generations, that no min 
hereafter may prefume to fay, ¢ This day 
thail be a day of happineis.” 


The Hiftory of ENGLAND (Page 209, Vol. XIX.) continued. 


Richard had made no change in his fa- 
ther’s Council ; but he was ioon fenfible, 
that this Counci}, which was intirely direé&t- 
ed by Oliver, was afpiring to more power, 
under his fucceflor. On the other hand, 
the army appeared lefs devoted to the fon, 
than to the father. They had even begun, 
before Oliver's death, to appear lefs fubmif- 
five; which had obliged him to remove 
Lambert, and fome other Colonels and Offi- 
cers, who were fowing divifion among the 
troops. His defign was to make other 
changes, by degrees, in thearmy, in order 
to 1educe them to an intire obedience ; bunt 
he was prevented by death. He wanted no 
affiftance nor advice for fuch purpofes, and 
commonly his defigns were executed, before 
they were publickly known; and fo well 
eftablithed was his authority, that no Offi- 
cer whatfoever retained any credit amongtt 
the treops, the moment he was cafhiered. 
‘This Lambert and fome others had lately 
experienced. Richard was defirous to tread 
in his father’s fteps; but, being fenfble 
that his authority was not great enough, he 
thought he fhould attempt nothing without 
confulting fome of his principal friends. 
He therefore held a Privy-council, in which 
he propofed, firlt, the admiflion of more 
new Counlellors, to fecure a majority, and 
“make bimfelf matter of the debates, in fpite 
of the old Countellors, who were lefs trac- 
table, than in the time of his father. Se- 
condly, he propofed to reduce the army to 
an intive dependence upon him. 

His friends, whom he confulted upon this 
occafion, were felt-interefted, and attached 
to him only in hopes of governing in his 
name. They apprehended, the Proteétor’s 
propofal might be prejudicial to themfelves, 
and that, im procuring him an abfolute 
power, they might be the firit fufferers. He 
therefore found a ftrony oppofition in thefe 

retended friends. tnitead of approving 
vis defign, they advifed him to cail into his 
Council two Colonels, wholly devoted to 
tie Republican party. Nor was this all ; 
fome of the leading Officers of the army 
were informed of the Protector’s defigns, 
and that was fufficient to put them in mo- 
tion. Fleetwood, his brother-in-law, and 
Dehorough, his uncle, were the firft to 
combine again him, and cabal with the 
Oficers to deprive him of the generalfhip 


of the army, to which they were authorifed 
by the Initrument of Goverhment. But, 
probably, they would never have thought 
of ufing that power, if Richard had not 
difcovered his intentions of becoming abfo- 
lute maiter of the army, and putting him- 
felf in a condition not to want their affitt- 
ance. However, as the army lay difperfed, 
and it was neceflary that the Officers fhould 
confult together, and aét in concert, for 
the prefervaiien of their authority, and the 
oppofing the Protector’s defigns, a fnare 
was laid, in which he fuffered himfelf to be 
taken. It was infinuated, that the Parlia- 
ment, which was going to fit, might prove 
dangerous to his authority, fhould they not 
be traéiable ; and therefore it was neceflary 
to fortify himfelf with a good number of 
Officers, as well to confult them, as to fhew 
the Parliament he was fupported by the ar- 
my, which could not but produce a good 
effect. Richard, believing this advice pro- 
ceeded from their ze2l for his fervice, was 
ealily perfuaded to order every regiment to 
fend to London as many Officers as could be 
fpared. ‘This order was punétually exe- 
cuted ; and immediately a great number of 
Officers appeared in London, who formed 
amongft them a Council, which frequently 
met, and affumed the title of the Great 
Council of the Army. ; 
Betides this great Council, fome Mem- 
bers of the Privy-council, and Officers of 
the army, met alfo at Defborough’s houle, 
as well to confult how to deprive Richard 
of the generalfhip, as to direé&t the great 
Council, which, being compofed of many 
inferior Officers, wanted to be dire&ted in 
their deliberations. The refult of this Coun- 
cil was, that Defborough, attended with 
feveral Officers, waited on the Proteétor 
with a petition, § That no Officer or fol- 
dier fhould be turned out, but by fentence 
of a Council of war: That no member of 
the army fhould be proceeded againft capi- 
tally, otherwife than by martial law And, 
laftly, That the army might have power to 
chule their own General.” As nothing was 
more contrary to Richard’s defigns, than 
this demand, he pofitively rejeted it, and 
threatened even to cafhier them, if they 
brought him any more fuch propofals. 
The Parliament affembling the 27th of 
January, it was immediately debated, in the 
Lower 
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Lower Houfe, By what right the Scots and 
Irifh fent Reprefentatives to the Englifh 
Parliament. The authority of the other 
Houfe was alfo taken into confideration, 
and the fame objections made to it, as had 


been in Oliver's Jaft Parliament. As there 
were many Republicans in the Houle of 
Commons, great endeavours were ufed to 
fupprefs the other Houfe, for fear of its be- 
coming at laft a Houfe of Lords, and op- 
pofing the re-eftablifhment of the Com- 
monwealth, which was the objeét of their 
moft ardent wifhes. The debate upon thefe 
two articles held two whole months, and it 
was the 28th of March, before it was re- 
folved, by a majority of voices, that the 
other Houfe fhould fubfift, and the Scotch 
and Irifh Reprefentatives continue to fit in 
the Houfe of Commons. After that, the 
Parliament made an att, to recognife Ri- 
chard Cromwell for Protector of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland. ; 

While thefe things were tranfacting in 
Parliament, the Great Council of Officers 
at Fleetwood’s houfe, and the private Coun: 
cil at Defborough’s, continued their con- 
ferences and deliberations. At laft, they 
prefented a petition to the Proteétor, defi- 
ring Fleetwood for their General. This 
was direétly depriving the Protector of the 
command of the army, to which he could 
not confent, without expofing himfelf to the 
caprices of the principal Officers, who di- 
rected the army as they pleafed. Where- 
fore, inftead of returning a favourable an- 
fwer to their petition, he fharply reprimand- 
ed them, ordering them to diffolve their 
Council, and return to their quarters. On 
the other hand, the Houfe of Commons, 
perceiving the Officers were contriving fome 
plot, which might be prejudicial to the Par- 
Jiament, voted againft the holding a Coun- 
cil of Officers, during the feffion of 
Parliament; and, moreover, that no perfon 
fhould have any employ in thearmy, till he 
had taken an oath not to difturb the delibe- 
rations of the Parliament. Immediately 
after, thefe votes were fent to the other 
Houfe, now called the Upper Houfe, for 
their concurrence. But, as the Officers 
were mott prevalent there, they believed it 
no put of their duty to contradi& what 
their comrades were doing. So the votes 
of the Commons were no more capable, 
than the orders of the Protestor, to diflipate 
the Councils of the Officers, who ftill con- 
tinued to affemble. 

At laft, on the 22d of April, Richard 
had notice, that the Officers had refolved to 
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force hiin to diffolve the Parliament. He 
immediately aflembled his Council, to pre- 
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vent, by their advice, this attempt. Some 
were of opinion, that he ought abfolutely to 
refufe fuch a demand, and adhere to the 
Parliament, as his only fupport. But he 
was not direéted to the means to defend 
himfelf againit the Officers, who began to 
affemble in the neighbourhood of White- 
hall, and would, probably, have been too 
ftrong for his guards. Others advifed him 
to leave Whitehall, and fuffer the Officers 
to do as they pleafed with the Parliament, 
without any promife to diffolve it. But the 
Officers, forefeeing he might take that 
courfe, had now feized all the avenues 
about Whitehall. In fhort, every man 
propofed expedients, to which others ob- 
jected infuperable difficulties. During thefe 
irrefolutions, Defborough, with a ftrong 
retinue, demanded an audience of the Pro- 
tector, and required him, in the name of 
the Officers, to diffolve the Parliament. 
Richard, at firft, refufed to grant this de- 
mand; but he was told, his refufal would 
be attended with danger to himfelf, and 
that, ina word, they were refolved to ob~ 
tain, by fair means or foul, what they de- 
manded, In fine, Richard, who, before 
Defborough came, had not been able to 
take any refolution, was {till more inca- 
pable to confider what was to be done, after 
he was furrounded with men who fhewed 
but little regara for his authority. He 
therefore promifed to diflolve the Parliament 
by commiffion under the Great-feal. But, 
as the Commons, informed of what paffed, 
had adjourned them(elves forthree days, the 
Parliament was diffolved by proclamation. 
From that time, Richard was no longer 
regarded, though he ftill bore the title of 
Prote&tor. ‘The Officers confidered him as 
an impotent enemy, incapable of hurting 
them; fo he loft on a fudden the fupport of 
the Parliament, without gaining that of 
the army. ‘This is what cannot be denied, 
But thofe, who imagine, that, if he had 
ftood by the Parliament, he would have 
engaged the people in his interefts, and been 
fupported by Monk and his army, build 
their conjecture upon a very uncertain fup- 
pofition. Befides, was it in his power to 
refufe a diffolution of the Parliament, with- 
out hazarding his own life, or to fupport 
himfelf, till he fhould have received a futh- 


cient aid, againit the violences of the army ? 
Be this as it will, after the Parliament was 
diffolved, the great Council! cf Officers 


thought themfelves impowered to fettle the 
Government as they pleafed, without con- 
fulting the ProteS&tor, who was now regard- 
ed but as a private perfon. This anarchy, 
however, lafted but a few days, dwing 
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which the Officers ele&ted Fleetwood for 
their General. They difcharged alfo, by 
their own authority, five Colonels, who ad- 
vifed Richard to adhere to the Parliament, 
namely, Ingoldfby, Goff, Whaley ; Lord 
Falconbridge, brother-in-law to Richard; 
and Howard, afterwards Earl of Carlifle ; 
and reftored Lambert and others difmiffed 
by Cromwell a little before his death. Af- 
ter this, they confidered of fettling the Go- 
vernment, it being impoflible for things to 
continue long in their prefent fituation. 

Lambert was a man of immoderate am- 
bition, and would not have {crupled to fol- 
low the example of Oliver, had the juncture 
feemed favourable to him. But, Fleet- 
wood being his General, and the idol of the 
army, he could not hope to fucceed in an 
attempt to feize the Government. He there- 
fare thought proper to wait a more favour- 
able opportunity, and, in the mean time, 
hinder Fleetwood from putting himfelf at 
the head of the Government, whether un- 
der the name of Protector, or any other 
title; to which he had feveral rcafons to 
believe he was afpiring: Firft, Cromwell 
had once named him for his fucceflor, by 
an inftrument under his own hand, and 
many believed this inftrument had been art- 
fully conveyed out of the way, either du- 
ring Cromwell’s life, or after his death, left 
it fhould obftrué& his fon Richard’s elec- 
tion. It was even faid, that Cromwell’s 
nomination of his fon in the time of his ill- 
nefs was only the contrivance of Secretary 
‘Thurloe, and another perfon, to procure 
the fucceffion for Richard. Secondly, Fleet- 
wood was one of the moft zealous cnthu- 
fiafts (of whom the army was full) and 
therefore looked upon with veneration by 
the foldiers, and judged moft worthy to be 
Cromwell’s fucceflor. Thirdly, it was hard - 
ly to be doubted, that it was the intereft of 
the army to chufe a Proteétor who fhould 
depend on them, and, in his turn, fupport 
their credit. This Lambert confidered ; but, 
as it was not for his advantage to have 
Fleetwood raifed to a dignity to which he 
himielf afpired, he fecretly engaged Colo- 
nel Lilburn to cabal among the inferior 
Officers, and break Ficetwood’s meafures, 
if they pointed to the Proteétorfhip, whilft 
he regularly made his court to him, and 
endeavoured by his flatteries to influence 
him, as Cromwell had formerly influenced 
Fairfax. This example made Lambert 
hope, that he might, the fame way, put 
him(elf one day at the head of the Govern- 
ment. 

Lambert's cabal being made with the 
greatelt fecrecy, Fleetwood, as General, 
convened his Officers to Wallingford houfe 


to fettle the Goverttment. All the fuperior 
Officers came ; but, at the fame time, the 
inferior, by the intrigues of Lambert and 
Lilburn, affembled at St. James’s in much 
greater numbers. In this Affembly, the 
fettlement of the Government was likewife 
debated, and occafion taken to magnify the 
happinets which England enjoyed under 
the adminiftration of the Parliament, from 
the 6th of December 1648, to the 2oth of 
April 1653, when it was diffolved by Crom- 
well. Their prudence, fteadinefs, and hap- 
py fuccefs in England, Scotland, Ireland, 
and in the Dutch war, were extolled, with 
fome intimations of advice, that nothing 
could be more advantageous to the three 
nations, than the reftoration of that Parlia- 
ment. 

This debate was carried no farther; but 
it fufficed to convince the Affembly at Wal- 
lingford-houfe, that a divifion between them 
and the inferior Officers could not but be 
dangerous to both, and that their beft way 
was to join with the inferior Officers in re- 
fturing the Long Parliament. It is not 
known what was the defign of the chief Of- 
ficers, with regard to the Government ; 
but it is certain, the propofal of the inferior 
Officers was contrary neither to the prin- 
ciples nor the fentiments of the army in ges 
neral, This will be eafily perceived, when 
it is confidered, that the Officers and fol- 
diers, for the moft part, were Independents, 
Anabaptiits, Enthufiaits, Republicans; fuch, 
in a manner, as were the Members of the 
Parliament diffolved in 1653, and now 
propofed to be reftored. However this be, 
all the Officers, being united, declared for 
the good old caufe, that is, for the caufe 
fupported by the Parliament, which brought 
the King to the fcafold, and turned the 
Monarchy into a Commonwealth. It was 
therefore refolved, in a General Council at 
Fleetwood’s houfe, to reftore the Long Par- 
liament. 

Mean while, as this Parliament had no 
reafon to be pleafed with the army, which, 
in 1653, took part with Cromwell againft 
them, the great Officers were afraid, that, 
when the Members were reftored to their 
authority, they would think of being re- 
venced. Befides, they knew the refolution 
and firmnefs of thefe Members, who would 
infallibly keep the army in a ftate of de- 
pendence. The Officers, therefore, judged 
it abfolutely neceflary, before they procecd - 
ed, to demand certain conditions, and to 
be previoufly affured of the compliance of 
the Parliament, when they fhould reftore 
their authority. For this purpofe, they had 
conferences with fome of the Members, 
who had been the leading men in that Par- 

liament, 
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Jiament, namely, Vane, Hoaflerig, Scot, 
Salway, to engage them to promifé thefe 
conditions fhould be granted. But thefe 
Merhbers would not make any fuch pro- 
mife, under colour it did not-belong to 
them fo preclude’ the refolutions of the Par- 
liament. This refufal rendered them fuf- 
og by the fuperior Officers; but the in- 

ior, being the moft numerous, overlook- 
€d this difficulty, and were contened with 
& verbal promife from thefe four Members, 
that they would ufe their endeavours to pro- 
cure a grant of thefe conditions. 

Things being thus fettled, Lambert, at 
the head of a confiderable number of Offi- 
cers, repaired to the houfe of Lenthal, 
Speaker of the Long Parliament, and pre- 
feiited to him’ the declaration of the great 
Council of Officers, by which the Members 
of the Parliament, diffulved by Cromwell, 
April the aoth 1653, were invited to re- 
turn to the exercile of their authority. 
Lenttial anfwered, he would communicate 
the declaration to the Members then in 
London ; which he did the next day, and, 
the invitation being accepted, they met in 
Parliament the 7th of May, to the number 
of only forty-two. Thus the three nations 
were once more under the tyrannical domi- 
nion of a Parliament, which had not fear- 
éd to imbrue their hands in the blood of 
their Sovereign; but with this difference, 
that the number was reduced to the half of 
what it was'in 1648, when the Prefbyterian 
Meitibers were excluded.. Hence they were 
called in derifion, the Rump-parliament, in 
allufion to a fowl all devoured but the rump. 
The Prefbyterian Members, who had been 
expelled in 1648, would have refumed their 
feats, but none were admitted, befides thofe 
who had fat, from the firkt of January 1648, 
to the 2oth of April 16533 and, in this, 
the pretended’ Parliament was fupported by 
the Officers, whofe intereft it was, not to 
futfer the Prefbyterians to prevail in the 
Houfe. 

When the Parliament was reftored to 
their authority, they fent Clarges to Monk, 
to engage him to fubmit to their new Go- 
vernment. They knew Monk was not of 
their principles, and, if they had dared, 
inftead of defiring his acquiefcence, they 
would have fent him a fucceflor to govern 
Scotland. But Monk had fo eftablithed 
himéelf in that country, that, being matter 
of the fortified places, and sffured of the 
affef&tion of the Scots and of his army, it 
would have been dangerous to deprive him 
df his government againft ffis will, It was 
therefore judged fafeit, by the Parliament, 
to gain him by fair means, und undermine, 
by degrees, his credit and authority in the 
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army. Monk had fo little forefeen the late 
change in England, that he had not time 
to take any meafures to regulate his con- 
du&. When he founded his Officers, he 
found they were pre-engaged by letiers from 
their friends in London. So all he 
could do, after the arrival of Clarges, was 
to acquiefce and exprefs his fatistaction to 
fee the Parliament reflored, though he was 
convinced the Leading men, both in the 
Parliament and army, were not his friends. 

Four days after the Parliament met, 
Lambert, attended by feveral Officers, pre- 
fented a petition and addrefs from the gene- 
ral Council of Officers ; in which, after 
fome compliments, they demanded, 

© 1. That the liberty of the perfons, and 
prop-rty of the efiates, of all free people of 
thefe nations be maintained, preferved, and 
kept inviolable, according to law, under 
the government of a free ftate and com- 
monwealth, without a fingle perfon, King- 
fhip, or Houfe of Peers. 

*2. That there may be fuch a juft and 
due regulation of law, and Courts of juf- 
tice and equity, as that they may be a pro- 
teétion, and not vexatious or oppreffive to 
the people of thefe nations. 

¢ 3. That by an aé& of oblivion, all and 
every perfon and perfons, who have, fince 
the 19th of April 1653, mediately or im= 
mediately advifed, aéted, or done any mat- 
ter or thing whatfoever, in reference to the 
fevera} changes or alterations in the Govern- 
ment of thefe nations, fince the faid roth 
of April 1653, or in order to the public 
fervicc, peace, or fafety of thefe nations, be 
indemnified and faved harmlefs to ali in- 
tents and purpofes whatfoever. 

4. That a!l Jaws, ordinances, declae 
rations, and eltablifhments, made in the 
feveral changes and alterations of Govern- 
ment, that have been in theie nat:ons fince 
the 19th of April aforefaid, and not as yet 
particularly repealed, be deemed good in 
law until particularly repealed. 

¢ 5. That fuch debts, as have been con- . 
tra&ted for the public fervice and affairs of 
this Commonwealth, and for the charges 
of the Government, fince the 2oth of April 
1653, be carefully paid and fatisfied. 

‘6. That all perfons, who profefS faith 
in God the Father, and in Jetus Chrift, his 
erernal Son, the true God; and in the Ho- 
ly Spirit, Got co-equal with the Father and 
the Son, one God, bleiled for ever; and do 
acknowledge the holy Scr prures of the Old 
and New Teftament to be the reveaied of 
written word or will of God; fhall not be 
rettrained from their prof. ffion, but have 
due encouragement and equa! pruteétion in 
the proteflion of heir faitn and exercife of 

1} religion, 
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religion, whilft they abufé not their liberty 
to the civil injury of others, or dilturbance 
of others in their way of worfhip; fo that 
this liberty be not extended to popery or 
“prelacy, nor to fuch as thall praétite or hold 
forth licentioufnefs or prophanenefs under 
the profeffion of religion ; and that all laws, 
ftaiutes, or ordinances, and claufes in any 
Jaws, fatutes, or ordinances to the contra- 
ry, may be declared null and void. 

‘7. That a godly, faithful, and pain- 
ful gofpel-preaching miniliry be every- 
where encouraged, coudtenanced, and main- 
tained. 

© 8. That the Univerfities and {chools of 
leaning be fo countenanced and reformed, 
as that they may become the nurleries of 
piety and learning. 

*g. That fuch perfons, as have at any 
time, fince ihe 2oth of May 1642, aided 
or affifted, or adhered to the late King, 
Charles Stuart his fon, or any other perfon 
or perfons whatfoever of that party, againit 
the Parliament or Commonwealth of Eng- 
land; and all other perfons whatfoever, 
that have made ufe of any authority or 
power, under pretence of Jaw, or o:herwife, 
to deprive or abridge any of the good people 
of thefe nations of their Chriftian liberty ; 
or have or fhall exprefs themfelves in any 
way mockers, fcoffers, or revilers of god- 
linefs, or of the profeffors thereof, or are 
otherways {candalous or loofe in their con- 
verfations, or have not given good fatif- 
fation of their affe&tion and faithfulnefs to 
this caufe; may be fpeedily removed out of 
ali places of power or truft in the Magi- 
tracy, or other management of the public 
affairs of thefe nations; and that no fuch 
peifons may be admitted un‘o any fuch 
place of power or truft for the future. 

“10. And, forafmuch as no gadly or 
other good intereft can be preierved or 
maintained, unlefs the perfons, who are 
chiefly intrufted with the management and 
exercife of the Government, be of fuitable 
{piri:s to thofe interefts ; that thofe, who are 
or fhall be intrufted therein, be fuch per- 
fons as fhall be found to be moft eminent 
for godlinefs, faithfu'nefs, and conflancy 
to the good caufe and interefts of thefe na- 
tions, 

‘41. That, to the end the legiflative 
authority of this commonwealth may net, 
by their Jong fitting become burdenfome 
or inconvenient, there may be effeftual pro- 
vifion made for a due fucceffion thereof. 

‘a2. And, for the better fa:isf.Gion, 
and more firm union of the forces of this 
commonwealth, in this jun&ure of affairs, 
tor: preferving and maintaining the pin 
eiples and otare inaisis thereunto iubier- 


vient, we do unanimoufly acknowledge 
and own the Lord Charles Fleetwood, Lieu- 
tenant-general of the army, to be Com- 
mander in chief of the Jand-forces of this 
commonwealth. , 

* 13. That, in order to the eftablifhing 
and fecuring the peace, welfare, and fiee- 
dom of the people of thefe nations, for the 
ends before exprefled, the legiflative power 
thereof may be in a reprefentative of the 
people, confifting of a Houle fucceflively 
chofen by the people, in fuch a way and 
manner as this Parliainent fhall judge meet, 
and of a fele& Senate, co ordinate in pow- 
er, of able and faithful perfons eminent for 
godiinefs, and fuch as continue adhering to 
this caufe. 

© 14. That the adminiftration of all exe- 
cutive power of Government may be in a 
Council of State, confitling of a convenient 
number of perfons qualified in all refpecis 
as aforefaid. 

* 15. That all debts contraéied by his 
late Highnefs, or his father, fince the 15th 
of December 1653, may be fatisfied, and 
that an honourabie revenue of ten thoufand 
pounds per ann. with a convenient houle, 
may be fettled upon him and his heirs for 
ever ; and ten thoufand pounds per annum 
more upon him during life; and, upon his 
honourable mother, eight thoufand pounds 
per annum during her life, to the end a 
mark of the high elteem this nation hath 
of the good fervice done by his father, our 
ever-renowned General, may remain to 
pofterity.” 

The Parliament returned a general an- 
fwer to this petition, and thanked the army 
for their affeftion to the public. Then, ta- 
king it into confideration, they approved of 
all the articles in general, but appointed a 
particular Committee to examine thote 
which concerned the Government. As to 
what related to Richard Cromwell and hs 
mother, it was not to be debated, till they 
fhould be affured of his fubmiffion to the 
Government. Fof this purpofe, a Com- 
mittee was fent to inform him of the refolu- 
tions of the Houfe, and to require his ac- 
quiefcence in the late change. The day 
after, Richard delivered to them the fol- 
lowing antwer in writing : 

€ 1 have perufed the refolve and declara- 
tion which you were pleafed to deliver to 
me the other night; and, for informaticn 
touching what is mentioned in tne faid re- 
folve, [ have caufed a true ftate of my debts 
to be tranfcr:bed and annexed to this paper, 
which will thew what they are, and how 
they were contracted. 

* As to that part of the refolve, whereby 
the Committee are to inform themielves how 
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far T do acquiefce in. the Governinent of this , 
commonwealth, as it is declared by this, 


Parliament : inf 

€ I trot, m ft carriage hitherto hath 
manifefted lay beguiabenes in the will and 
difpofition of God, and that I love and va- 
Jue the peace of this commonwealth nivch 
above my own concernments ; and I“@efire, 
that, by this, a meafure of my futtire de- 
portment may be taken, which, through 


the affiftance of God, thal) be:fith as thall’ 


bear the fame witnefs, having; f hope, in 
fome degree, learned. rather to reverence 


unquiet under it.., And (as to the late pro- 
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vidences that have fallen out amongft us) 
however, in refpect of particular eng»ge- 
ments that lay upon me, I could not -be 
active in making a change in the govern- 
ment of the nations; yet, through the 
goodnefs of God, I can freely acquiefce in 
it, being made; and do hold myfcif obli- 
ged, as, with other men, I expect proec- 
tion from the prefent Government, fo to 
demean myfelf with all peaceablenels under 
it, and to procure, to the utmoft of my 
power, that all, in whom I have any in- 
tereti, do the fame. .

The Utility of the following Effay on the Nature, Caufe,and Method of curing that trouble” 
fome and general Diforder the Head-ach, will, | dare fay, be a fufficient Motive to fro” 
cure it a Place in your ufeful Magazine: And if only afew of your numerous Readers 
Soould reap any Benefit from it, I fall think the fmall Time and Pains it bas coft me very 


well employed ; and, 1 believe, you will be pleafed with having inferted it. 


HE head-ach is a very painful fenfa- 
tien in the nervous membranes of the 
head, proceeding from various caufes, and 
frequently «.cnded with a variety of trou- 
blefome {ymptoms, according to its different 
degree and fituation. utc 
This pain affects different parts of the 
head, for which no other reafon can be af- 
figned, than that the fkull,. both internally 
and externally, is furnifhed with diltinét 
nervous membranes; On the external fur- 
face of the fkull occurs that fine and exqui- 
fitely fenfibleamembrane, which immediate- 
ly furronnds it, and which, in its anterior, 
intermediate, and pofterior parts, receives 
many fmall arteries from the external caro- 
tid, and fmall ramifications of nerves from 
the vertebrze of the neck, and the feventh 
pair of the brairl. But the pericranium co- 
heres with the mufcles contiguous to the 
cranium, or fkull, and, by means of the fu- 
tures, with the exterior Jamina of the dura 
mater. In this membrane, namely, the pe- 
ricranium, we place the moft common and 
frequent feat of an head-ach, which is, a- 
mong other circumftances, demonftrated to 
be true, by the external application of me- 
dicines calculated to alleviate pain, as alfo 
by cupping, iffues, cauteries, and blifters. 
Nor mutt we here exclude the skin, e/peci- 
ally its imernal part, which is contiguous 
to the pericranium, from which it: may he 
feparated, and through which are diltribu- 
ted feveral blood-vefiels. . This is the prin- 
cipal feat of that fpecies of pain whichis dull, 
‘heavy, and accompanied with a fenfation of

preffure, whereas that which is more acut 
has its feat in the pericranium. 

Nor is the interior membrane which fur- 
rounds the brain, and is called the dura 
mater, exempted from pain. ‘This mem- 
brane is formed of highly tendinous and 
nervous fibres, and is furnifhed with rami- 
fications fiom the fifth and feventh pair 
of nerves. And, lafily, that fine, and ex- 
quilitely fenfible. membrane, which covers 
the finus of the forehead, is frequently the 
feat of the molt acute and inten(e pain. 

Pains of the head are widely different 
frowe each other, according to the parts in 
which they are feated, as alfo accord.ng to 
their degrees and duration; for this reafon 
authors have affigne. different names to dif- 
ferent fpecies of head-achs. If the pain is 
flight, and affcéts only a part of the head, it 
is called cephalalgia; but, if it is more ine 
tenfe and durable, and aff-cts the whole head, 
it is called cephalzea ; which Galen beautiful 
ly defcribes in the following words: ‘A 
cephalza, fays he, is a lait ng pain of the 
whole head, which is with difficulty remov- 
ed, and which, by the tlighielt accidents, 
is fo incresfed, that rhe patent can neither 
endure any noife, any Joud voice, the {plen- 
dor of the light, or any motion; bur. feeks 
retirement from noife, and a dark chamber, 
on account of the iatenfc pain; fur fome 
imagine that they are beaten with a miller, 
others that theirs heads are contafed and dif- 
tended, and, in tome tew, the pain reachirs 
to the roots of the eye; fo that, in ths 
{pecies of pain, we have vo stafen co doubt 
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but the whole membrane of the head is fe- 
ver¢ly afflicted.” 

If it happened that the pain affects one fide 
of the head only, whilft the other remains 
found and unaffected, that {pecics of the 
diforder is by the Greeks called hemicrania. 
Sometimes it happens that the pain is fixed 
in the crown of the head, and confined 
within a certain fpace, fearcely exceeding 
the largene/s of an half guinea ; this fpecies 
of the diforder is peculiarly incident to wo- 
men, efpecially fuch as are hifteric, and is 
diftinguithed by the name of clavus. Some- 


_ times 4 highly acute pain feizes the fore- 


head, and parts about the eye-brows; fome- 
times it aff-&s the crown of the head near 
the vertical future; at other times it rather 
aff:&s the temples. Nor is the pain and 
{enfation of it always one and the fame; 
for one fpecies of it is acute, another pun- 
gent, and another Jancinating ; one refem- 
bles that of a contufion, another is accom- 
panied with a fenfe of weight and preffure. 
Some pains are of the conitriftory, and o- 
thers of the violently hot and inflammatory 
kind ; whereas others are accompanied with 
a fenfation of cold, fuch as that which prin- 
cipally feizes women in the crown of the 
head. 

In general, the caufe of every pain of the 
head is to be deduced from an interruption 
of the free and equable progreffive and cir- 
cular motion of the blood through the blood- 
veffels, and diffributed through the tkin of 
the head, the pericranium, and the dura 
mater. No phyfician has more exaétly, or 
in 3 more mechanical manner, deferibed the 
caufe and origin of the pains in the head, 
than Hippocrates, who, in the thirteenth 
fe&tion of his book de Fiatibus, beautifuHy 
delivers his fentiments in the following 
words: ¢ As the motion of the blood in the 
head, fays he, is performed through very 
harrow paflages, the redundance and con- 
finement of this fluid excite pain; for, as 
the bload is naturally hot,. when it is im- 
pelled by any force, it cannot quickly pafs 
through this narrow channel, it meets 
with many hindrances and obitrutions ; 
for which reafon there is a pulfation about 
the temples.” 

_ It is alfo to be obferved, that various {pe- 
cies of pains are produced, according to the 
different ftates and conditions of the blood, 
whether the fault confifts in its redundance, 
its thick and glutinous quality, or in its be- 
ing impregnated with an highly acrid ferum ; 
for, when it rufhes too impetuoufly, and in 
too large a quantity upon the membranes, 
which principally happen in plethorie pa- 
tients, young perfons, and in cafes where 
accuftomed difcharges of blood from the 


nofe are fuppreffed, a paie generally {cizes 
the whole head, which shea becomes hot, 
red, and tumid ; the veffels fwell, and their 
pulfstion becomes ftrong, efpecially about 
the neck and temples; the noftrils become 
parched and dry, a violent heat feizes the 
glands of the throat, and the patient 1s tor- 
mented with thirf. 

When the blood, colleéted in the veffels 
of the head, abounds with a large quantity 
of acrid ferum, either from an obftruétion 
or fuppreffion of a running at the nofe, a 
pain arifes, efpecially in the forehead, of 
the heavy and dull kind, attended with a 
fenfation of preffure ; and fometimes the 
patient’s head becomes, as it were, fo weigh- 
ty and heavy, shat he can fcarce lift it up. 
It frequently happens, that, in the tkin of 
the head, efpecially on the crown, there 
arife tumors, in whieh the finger leaves 
an impreffion, the perfon's pulfe, in the 
mean time, being languid and livid. This 
fpecies of diforder was long ago obferved by 
Celfus, in the fecond chapter of his fourth 
book, where he fays: * Befides thefe, there 
is another fpecies of pain, which may laft 
for a great while, in which the humours ie- 
flate the fkin, which becomes tumid, and 
yields to the preflure of the finger.’ 

In the {mall-pox and meafles, before the 
peccant matter is, by the force of nature, 
driven to the furface of the body, or, what 
is ftil worfe, when the matter is repelled, 
there often arifés, in children, a violent pain 
in the head, accompanied with a fever, g 
delirium, and an epilepfy: in which cafe, 
when a fmall quantity of cauftic matter ere~ 
ates the pain, the fymptoms are rather to be 
accounted for from a preternatural ftriQure 
of the membranes, na to ~— aioe 
fion, which ig rather pr y aredune 
dance of fersm and blood. 

There often arifes in the head a pyin fe 
fixed, fo Jafting, fo acute and inten, as te 
difturb the animal and rational powess, 
deprive the patient of fleep, to hinder digef: 
tion, to create a naufea and loathing of 
food,-and often to bring on the mof violent 
diforders of the head and nerves, fuch ag 9 
vertigo, dimnefs of fight, catara&ts, blinds 
nefs, ringing of the ears, convulfions, aad 
epilepfies. This violent and intenf pu 
by drawing the other nervous parts of the 
body into confent, excites allo vomitiogs, 
coftivenefs, and coldnefs of the extremisies 5 
it makes the patient’s countenance refembig 
that of a dying perfon. 

As for the caufe and origin of 9 bead~ 
ach, we muft not forget that this may be 
natural imbecillity of the nervous parts of 


the head, conveyed from parents to their 
children ; for the weaker any part aa 
e 
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elaftic mensbranes of their natural tone and 


the more it ig deprived of its due. tone and 
elafticity, the more cafily and readily it re- 
ceives and retains any foreign humour ; and 
hence ariles a ftagnation of the fluids, and 
adiforder of the nervous parts. 

Nor ought we to exclude, from the num- 
her of the remote caufes produétive of this 
pain, cold, which, as it is prejudicial to all 
the neryous parts when afflicted with pain, 
and hinders a free teanfpiration throygh the 
pores of the (kin, fo it proves, in a particu- 
lar manner, hurtful, when admitted to the 
bare bead, or when the head is not fuffici- 
ently guarded againit the no€turnal cold ; 
or when the head, becoming warm by long 
fpeaking, violent exercifé, the influence of 
the fup, paffions, or large quantities of fpi- 
Fituous and intoxicating Jiquors, is fuddenly 
expofed to the cold in rainy weather, and 
more efpecially in the night time. 

We mutt alfo advert to this, that a cepha- 
Ielgia, or partial head-ach, is often no more 
than the concomitant fymptom of a difeale. 
Thus it frequently accompanies cootinued 
and intermittent fevers, and more efpecially 
thofe of the quartan kind. Thofe who have 
the misfortune of a bad digeftion, or labour 
under what we call the hypochondriac paf- 
fion, are frequently afflicted with head- 
achs; for when the firlt paffages are in- 
cumbered with a load of peccant humours, 
and when the {pafins and flatulences arifing 
thence convey too’ large a quantity of hu- 
mours to the head, the preternatural con- 

eftion of thefe humours produces diften- 
ioe of the yeflels, by which the nervous 
coats are hurt, and pain created. It ig alfo 
eertain, that a hemicrania, or pain on one 
fide of the head, is frequently produced by 
a faule of the Romach, whilft, in confequence 
of a bad digeftion, many crudities are gene- 
rated, which, mixing with the chyle, are 
veyed, through the thoracic duct, to the 
east, and, being thence conveyed to the 
head, hefore their evacuation through pro- 
per emynétories, they excite periodical pains, 
which generally feize the patient,. when the 
digettion is finihed; or undigefted hu- 
mous, contained in the ftomach, may im- 
mediately affeét the nerves thereof, and 
caule @ head-ach. 

We alfo oblerye, that children are pretty 
fybje&t to head-achs, not only becaule, at 
this age, a lefs exaét regimen is obferved, 
and the ftomach is generally loaded with 
fweet meats, unripe fruits, cheefecakes, and 
aliments prepared of milk, but alfo becaufe 
worms, to the generation of which chil- 
dren are much expofed, Jay a foundation 
for this diforder, whilft the putrid and cor- 
supt humours conveyed to the head along 
with the chyle, deprive the moving and 
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firengtb. It mui alfo be obferved, that the 
pain does not continually, and without in- 
termiflion, affli€t the patient ; it has fome- 
times its lucid intervals, in which, to the 
great comfort of the patient, it remits, or 
inuirely ceafes ; but returns again at certain 
ftated hours, days, months, and even years. 
This isa certain indication, that the capfe 
of the diforder is lodged in the more semote 
parts, efpecially in the ftomach and yifcera 
of the abdomen; by any fault of which, 
when the free circulation of the blood thre" 
the whvle body, but more efpecially thro* 
the head, is obftruéted, the head-ach is ex- 
cited. 

As the caufes of this diforder are various, 
they ought to be carefully diftinguithed and 
inquired into, becaufe, in removing them, 
the whole method of cure in a great mea- 
fure confifts. But, in general, the inten- 
tions of cyre, in this diforder, are thefe 
following : 

Firft, if the blood and humours are im- 
petuoufly conyeyed to the head, and remain 
there, they are partly to be desived to the 
more ignoble parts, and partly to be dif- 
cuffed by proper remedies. 

Secondly, ‘The fpafmodic ftri€tures of the 
membranes of the head, generally produced 
by an acrid cayftic matter, are to be relax. 
ed, that the fluids, whofe progreffive mo- 
tion through the membranes was by their 
means hindered, may now circulate with 
the greater treedom. 

hirdly, The material caufe of the dif- 
order, which is peccant with refpect to its 
quality, is 10 be correéted, and gently eva- 
cuated thro’ the proper emunétories. And, 

Laftly, In order to prevent a relapfe, the 
whole head and nervous fyftem are to be 
corroborated by proper remedies, and more 
efpecially by a well cholen digt and regi- 
men, 

If the caufe of the pain is too large a 
quantity of blood violently propelled to the 
head by the fpafms of the lower parts, ne 
remedy affords a more inftantaneous relief, 
than blood-letting ; which ought to be per- 
formed as near the part affected as poffible, 
in order to make the more effectual deriva- 
tion, for initance, under the tongue, in the 
forehead, or in the external jugular veins, 
or by the application of leeches behind the 
ears; but with this caution, that, jf the 
body be plethoric, or too turgid with blood, 
a vein is to be previoufly opened at the an- 
cles, and the next, or the fecond day after, 
a vejn is to be breathed about the head. [ 
alfo think it advifeable, before this ftep is 
taken, to evacuate the contents of the intef- 
tines, which is commodioufly, and to the 

great 
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great relief of the patient, effefted: by the 
common family clyfters, or by infufions of 
manna and thubarb, with an addition of 
fome aperent falt, as cream of tartar, or 
Glauber’s falt. 

In order to check the too violent orgafm, 
and tumultuous commotion of the redun- 
dant and effervefcent blood, it is proper to 
exhibit a gentle diaphoretic and corre&ting 
mixture, prepared of the waters of lime- 
flowers, lilies of the valley, elder, and black 


_ eherries, with an addition of a proper quan- 


tity of diaphoretic antimony, purified ni- 
tre, calcined harthhorn, cinnabar, and fy- 
sip of white poppies. Exiernally, a difcu- 
tient and correcting epithem is to be applied, 
with a double linen cloth, to the forehead 
and other'parts of the head. The epithem 
for this intenvon may be prepared in the fol- 

Jowing manner : 

Take of the vinegars of rofes and rue, 
each an ounce and a half; of the fpirit 
of rofes two drachms, in’ which fix 
grains of camphire have been diffolved ; 
of purified nitre two feruples ; of the 
oil of rhodium fifteen drops. 

Or the following emulfion may be ufed 

with confiderable fuccefs : 

Take of the kernels of peaches, and of 
bitter almonds, each half an ounce ; of 
white poppy-feeds two drachms; of 
the waters of rofes, elder flowers, 
and black cherries; each two ounces: 
Make inio an emulfion, to which add 
“of nitre half 2 drachm, of camphire 
five grains diff Ived in oil of fweet al- 
monds ; mix all together. 

But another and quite different method of 
eure is neceflary, if a pain, which generally 
continues far a confiderable time, and is ac- 
companied with a torpor and fenfe of weight, 
is prodticed by a quantity of vifcid and pec- 
cant (erum ftagnating within or without the 
veflels of the membranes of the brain; in 
which cafe, neither venefeétions nor the 
milder laxatives are fufficiently efficacious ; 
fo that it is proper to exhibit more powerful 
medicines, which have, at once, a power of 
diflodging the thick and glutinous humours, 
and expelling the contents of the inteftines. 
Both thefe intentions are excellently anfwer- 
ed by the following pills : 

- Take of pure gum ammoniac, fagape- 
num, the belt myrrh, rofated aloes, 
extract of black hellebore, refin of ja- 
Jap, mercurius dulcis, and prepared 
cinnabar, each half a drachm ; of the 
extract of faffron, of the powder of 
caftor, and the falt of amber, each fif- 


teen grains: Make up ito a maft; 
out of each fernple of which make 
twelve pills, fix of which may be taken 
at night, and the other fix-next morn- 
; Ing. > > 

Thee patient is at this time to abifain 
from ali aliments, except weak broths. .... 
Three days being expired, the fame reme- 
dy may be'repeated. When the peccant 
ferum is, by means of thele pills, fufficient-. 
ly evacuated, we are to have recourfe to fuch 
medicines as corroborate the veflels, reftore 
the tone, and are at the fame time diruretic. 

If the pain is not, by thefe means, remo- 
ved, we mult have recourle to external ap-' 
plications ; among which, bliflers are of the 
higheft and moft confiderable fervice, be- 
caufe they procure an elimination of the 
peccant ftagnating humours. For this pur- 
pofe, meliot plaitter, with every ounce of 
which a drachm of cantharides is mixed, 
adding at the fame time a few grains of 
camphire, will be very proper. The breadth 
of a crown- piece of this piaifler may be ap- 
plied to the nape of the neck, and continued 
at pleafure, taking care to renew it at pro- 
per intervals: By this means, a remarkable 
quantity of ferous humour will be evacu- 
ated, without difcommoding the patient. 
But in a violent pain of the head, and in 
cafes where in confequence of the ferum 
ftagnating under the integuments of the 
fkull, there is a tumour, which is not only 
vifible, but alfo painful upon being touch- 
ed, Webfer, after thaving the head, uled 
to apply a blifter to the whole of it; the 
effeét produced generally was, that, with- 
out raifing blifters, a large quantity of the 
vifcid ferum was evacuated. Whe fame kind 
of remedy was ufed by Riverus, with fuc+ 
cefs, in an obftinate head-ach. 

It fometimes happens, that only a parti- 
cular place is feized with an intenfe pain, 
arifing from peccant matter fecurely and 
deeply rooted in the membranes ; in which 
cafe, Che‘neau, a celebrated French phyfi- 
cian, highly exvols the ufe of the ranunculus 
pratenfis, or meadow crowfoot, as a vefica- 
tory. The leaves of this plant, when brui- 
fed, he orders to be applied to the part af- 
feéted, which is at the fame time to be co- 
vered with a perforated plaifter. Great fuc- 
cefs has alfo attended the application of e- 
qual quantities of dry volatile falt of fal am- 
moniac and of the flower of muftard-feed, 
becaufe the peccant humours, being deeply 
rooted, require medicines proportionably 
ftrong ; ‘and thefe enumerated above will 
feldom fail of producing the defired effeét.

An Addrefs. to the Right Honourable W.P. Efe 


STR, 

HE adminiftration of public affairs 

being now committed to you and to 
your friends, by our gracious Sovereign, for 
the relief of an injured people, we. believe 
you will candidly receive advice and admo- 
nition, efpecially from thofe whofe benefit 
and. welfare you have undertaken to pro- 
cure. In doing this, we only make ule of 
our natural right in laying before you-our 
grievances, and the manner in which we 
hope to be redreffed: 

Diligence and frugality in the Managers 
of the revenue, and other Officers, would, 
we are perfuaded, be more than half the 
prefent land-tax. The cultoms themiclves, 
under as good a regulation as the excite, 
would produce near half this fum; and the 
abolifhing ufelefs places and penfiens en- 
joyed by fome, and reducing the exorbitant 
falaries and gains of ethers, would raife the 
ether half; or, if there fhould be any defici- 
ency, it might be eafily fupplied by applying 
to the finking-fund one half of all the mer- 
ehant-fhips taken from the enemy by our 
men of war. This Jatt would be of real be- 
nefit to the fervice,, experience having abun- 
dantly demonftrated, that nothing conduces 
more to the fpoiling of an Officer, than 
growing rich. And, with regard to the 
other part of the requeft, we would hope, 
ihat mere pity to our dittrefles will incline 


you and your friends to do all in your power 
to reftrain the number and fize of placemen,, 
that tiey may no longer riot in idlenefs, 
debauchery, gaming, and gluttony on the 
fpoils of an impoverithed people. We alfo 
prefume to flatter ourfelves, that the fcan- 


dalous protection given to fmugglers will no- 


longer exift, fince he no longer rules, to 
oblige whofe tenants, it lath been faid, this: 
defvuctive commerce hath been counte- 
hanced. 

As we are now engaged in awar, which: 
is an appeal to the Almighty, the fuccefs 
mutt intirely depend upon itis favour; but, 
Can we hope to regain his favour, who is 
the Lord of hofts, unlefs fome effectual me~ 
thods be taken for difcouraging the fins of 
the nation? €an we hope, that He will 
blefs the Councils of thofe who confef- 
fedly defpife his laws, and live in open con- 
tempt of religion ; whe fpend that time in 
gaming and debauchery, which fhould be 
devoted to religious duties, as well as that 
which they owe to the fervice of their 
country ? Can we expect, that God will go: 
forth with our fleets and armies, while both: 
the men and Officers of our regiments are 
filled with profanenefs, and every man of 
war is a little hell of impiety? But no re- 
fofmation can be expe&ed, no fuccefs hoped 
for, till great gaining-houlis are fuppredied, 
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-and*the Magiftrates encouraged by fuch ex- 
amples to extirpate the {malier ; till profetied 
‘irreligion, and open wickednefs, is made a 
bar to civil and military promotiens ; till 
the cuftom of felling chaplainfhips of regi- 
ments to wealthy clergymen, who intirely 
negleét the duty ; till the chaplains of our 
men of war are put on a more refpetable 
footing ; and till more care is taken in ap- 
‘pointing them, as well as other minifters of 
religion. 

Though we are not fo fanguine ss to 
imagine, that our many and great corrup- 
‘tions can be eafily, fuddenly, or intirely 
‘cured, yet we conjure you to confider, by 
what kind-of conduct your predeceffors in- 
‘volved us in our prefent dciltreffes, and, by 
purluing oppofite meafures, to give us all 
the reliefin your power. 

One, who fat many years at the helm of 
affairs, and every year brought Britain 
nearer to her ruin, fecured himfelf in power 
by bribery and corruption. His drtinguifh- 
ing talent was to know the price of every 
man, and buy him off from oppofing his 
adminiliration. His underlings copied the 
example, and introduced .corruption into 
every corner of the land, etlablifhing a kind 
of iyftem for buying and felling votes ia 
)*g t, beroughs, Managers, and votes 
inboroughs. The effect of this was a hea- 
vy burthen onthe nation; by new and 
necdleis places, which brought on heavy 
taxes, deluged the land with tae guilt cf 
perjury, and drew on us the evils we nosy 
Suffer. 

The fucceeding Miniftry, net fatisfied 
with purfuing the fame meadures, made 
fome improvement: Intolerable places and 
peniiens, foreizn connections, public -ex- 
travagance, bribery and perjury, ftill re- 
mained in their full rigour. Corruption 
became more powerful, and*borrowed addi- 
‘tional charms. The Leading-man, by 
means of a French 600k, and prodigious ex- 
pences, bribed the bellies of L—s and 
M s of F t, and led them by 
the tooth. Under-managers imitated their 
‘Leader; and now a good table is kept by 
mott reliding Borough-rulers ; elegant en- 
tertainments, caufing gluttony and dran- 
kennels, are joined with money and places 
‘in procuring ele&tions. By-this means our 
foimer evils are augmented, our debt in- 
‘creafed, our fins multiplied, and cur God 
fill farther provoked. Luxury rendered men 
“neceflitous, neceflity expofed them to cor- 
suption, perjury, &c. and thus foul, body, 
and fortune became a prey to this mighty 
‘dettroyer. Savior armis Luxuria inenbuit. 

Thefe, Sir, are fome of our fufk rings, 
rand from thefe measuwes were they derived : 











Rife and be a glorious deliverer! Shew 
yourfelf ready to relieve us, and there are 
many that will gladly join and fupport you ; 
you wiil find more affiftance, and perhaps 
le(s oppefition, than you expect. Strike at 
the greateft evils firft; fear not; God and 
the people are on your fide. To defeat fin 
is fighting the caufe of the Almighty; to 
endeavour the relief of a burthened nation 


-will procure you the love of millions. 


Whenever you begin, you may depend 
upon the affiltance of all thofe, -in both 
Houfes, whv are friends to virtue and lovers 
of their country. Thofe alfo that are chofen 
by popular eleStions will join you, except, 
perhaps, ave:y few, whe cannot live with- 
out prey- 

As the conduét we recommend to you is 


-practicable, it is alfo necetlary even to fup- 


port your own power. The unnatural me- 
thods of bribery and debauching feafts have 
eat out the howels of the nation. Thedebt 
is run too high to fupport thele any longer. 
The times now demand no fixch quackery 5 
but wholefome medicine or death mutt fol- 
low. Neceflity and virtue join to point you 
out your way. Your duty to God, and the 
‘defires, the demands of the people, are here 
the fame. Never was that more true than 
now, Vox populi vox Dei. 

H you do not improve the epportznity 
new put into your hands, but follow the 
ways of thef that have been Britain's dead- 
ly foes ; if a title, love of money, or love 
of eafe, bribe you to betray our interefts, 
you willYall, from the higheft refpect and 
univerial efteem, to as low and univerfal ig- 
noiminy and contempt. What other effects 
will follow, we casnot fay. What may 
not impoverifbed, opprefed, inraged mil- 
lions do? But, if your heart is honeft, as 
your head is wife ; if the love for Britain, 
that hath often founded from your tongue, 
be now fhewed in ation, what a glorious 
protpect is before you! Will not juit Hea- 
ven, in eternity, reward the man that ftood 
between his country and overflowing ruin? 
And, if prefent glory be defirable, neither 
ke that is diftinguifhed by the title of Con- 
queror will appear greater in our efteem, 
nor that greater William, that delivered us 
from popery and arbitrary power, will be 
dearer to our hearts, than you.

Memirs of FREDERICK III, King of Proffia, &c.* 
(With the Head of that great Monarch, finely engraved.) 


TSREDERICK III, King of Pruffia, 
whofe literary, political, and military 
talents are univerfally known and admired ; 
and whofe aStions, in the defence of his do- 
minions, engage at prefent the attention of 
all Europe ; was born the 24th of January 
1712. His mother, the Queen dowager of 
Prufiia, is fifter to his prefent Britannic Ma- 
jefty. He began his reign on the 31ft of 
January 1740, being twenty-eight years of 
age. Nothing remarkable, of his early 
years, has been tranfmitted to us, except 
that he had an early tafte for literature and 
the polite arts, and fhewed a partienlar paf- 
fion for French breeding and delicacy of 
manners, in oppofition to the inelegant cuf- 
toms that prevailed in his father’s Court, 
It is well known that the late King of 
Pruffia was a lover of drinking, a vice 
which in few countries is more familiar than 
in Germany. The Prince abominated this 
vice, and particularly the cuftom of fwal- 
Jowing large quantities of malt liquor. 
This, and other correfpondent circumftan- 
ces, at length determined him to leave his 
father in a fecret manner, and, as it is ge- 
nerally believed, to retire to the Court of 
England ; where he propofed to live under 
the proteCtion of his uncle, till either the 
death of his father, or fome change of con- 
duét, fhould remove the difficulties of his 
return. 

But, whatever the defign was, it is known 
that he had concerted it with a young Offi- 
cer of the gend-armes, named Katte, and 
two others. The fecret, however, was dif- 
covered, and the Prince, together with Katte 
and a young Officer, were feized ; but the 
other fortunately made his efeape. A Coun- 
cil of war was appointed to enquire into the 
conduct of thefe Officers, which affembled 
at Kappewick, a fmall town near Berlin : 
One of them was cafhiered and condemned 


to three years imprifonment ; another, be-. 


ing retired into fcreign countries, was out- 


lawed ; but, with regard to young Kafte, 
the Council were divided ; fo that the deci- 
fion was left to the King, who fentenced 
him to be beheaded, which was accordingly 
executed, in fight of the Prince Royal, who 
could net help fhedding tears at this young 
Gentleman’s untimely fate. 

The Prince was foon afterwards fet at li- 
berty, but obliged to marry, againft his 
will, the Princefs Elifabeth-Chrittiana, of 
Brunfwick-Lunenburg- Beveren ; but, tho’ 
he fubmitted to the commands of the King 
his father by marrying this Princefs, he re- 
folutely abftained, duting the life of that 
Monarch, from her bed. 

Thus the Prince lived fecluded from pub- 
lic bufinefs, in contention with his father, 
and in alienation from his wife ; his whole 
time was fpent in ftudy and literary amufe- 
ments, cultivating thofe extraordinary ta- 
Jents he had reccived from nature. He at- 
tained to fuch a knowledge in the mathe- 
matics, as to be juftly ranked in the firft 
clafs of profeffors of thofe fciences ; his Me- 
moirs of the Houfe of Brandenburg are a 
fufficient proof of his abilities as a writer ; 
and his poetical ta'ents will abundantly ap- 
pear from the following piece, which late- 
ly appeared in French, and of which we 
have here given a tranflation : 


ODE on DEATH. 


HAT do I hear? fad truth! a few 
fhort years, 
Or days, cr moments (can it be ?) 
May bring the point mark‘d in the rolling 
{pheres, 
That ends all time, to me. 
Thou fun, whofe orient charms I oft exe 
plore, 
And wilt thou fet, to rife for me no more ? 
Earth, now I feel thy weight—the fkies, 
The univerfe itfelf, fly from my fight ;

* We have extracted the following account of this great Prince from a pamphlet, juft publithed, 
intitled, Memoirs of Frederick II, King of Pruffia, &c. in which piece the reader will find a fuc- 
einé&t account of the houfe of Brandenburg, from whence this Monarch is defcended, and of the 
manner of erefting Pruffia into a kingdom. The noble actions of the Monarch who now fills the 
throne of Pruffia are related at full, particularly the battles of Molwitz, Czaflaw, Friedburg, Stan- 
dentz, Drefden, and Lowefitz ; the taking of Prague, Jablunka, Glowgaw, &c. Together with 
all the memorials, anfwers, gc. publithed by order of his Proffian Majefty, in vindication of his 
conduét. To which is added, an Appendix, containing a fuccinct account of the conftitution of

Bat literary knowledge was not the on- 
dy advantage he gained from the misfor- 
tunes of his youth ; the neceflity of paffing 
his time at a diftance from the Court, and 
of partaking the pleafures and labours of a 
lower ftation, made him acquainted with 
the various forms of life, and with the ge- 
muine paflions, interefts, defires, and dif- 
trefles of mankind. Thus Frederick III. 
acqinred fuch a knowledge of mankind, as 
Kings, furrounded with flatterers, would 
endeavour in vain to procure. 

He began his reign with great expeta- 
tion, which he has yet furpaffed; and it 
foon appeared, that he was determined to 
govern with very little aflittance from Mi- 
gutters, and would fee every thing with his 
evneyes. And, finding the chief favou- 
rite and Privy-counfellor of his father had 
betrayed his matter and abufed his truft, he 
difcarded kim, and banifhed him from the 
Court. 

Domettic affairs naturally engaged his 
firft attentions. His {poufe, who had, for 
feven years, enjoyed only the empty title of 
Princefs of Prutlia, and even uncertain whe- 
ther he thought himtelf retrained from the 
power of repudiation, as he had married her 
under .evident compulfion, was fuon freed 
from all appreheniions ; for he received her 
as Queen, ia the prefence ef ‘this whole 
Court. 

Soon after his acceffion, he gave his Pro- 
tefant fubjects, whether natives or foreign- 
e:s, the moti solemn affurances, that they 
Mould be protected in their religion 5 by 
which he thewed himfelf a friend to liberty 
of confcience, an enemy to perfecution, and 
free from the venomous taint of enthufiafm 
and bigotry. 

Nor was he regardlefs of the diltrefles of 
dis people ; for he ordered all his magazines 
and granaries to be opened, for the relief of 
the poor, who had fuffered extremely from 
the {carcity of corn, caufed by the fevere 
winter of 739. And, if the funds appro- 
priated to their relief and fupport fhould be 
found infufficient, he ordered the deficien- 
cies fhould be fupplied out of the Crown re- 
venues ; that the poor might have not only 
bread, but alfo money and cloaths. 

Soon after, as he was going from Berkn 
to Potidam, a thoufand boys, who had been 
siarked out for military fervice by his fa- 
ther, furrounded his coach; and, after the 
ufual falurations of Long live King Frede- 
rick, ciled out, Meorcitul King, deliver ws 


from our flavery. He promifed them they 
liberty ; and, accordinaly, their badges were 
the next day taken aff by his orders. 

He did not, however, difcontinue his cor= 
refpondence with men of learning ; but, im- 
mediately after his acceffion to the throne, 
wrote to Rollin and Voltaire, requefting the 


‘continuance of their friendfhip; and pre- 


vailed on the celebrated Maupertuis to come 
to Berlin, and fettle an academy there, on 
the pian of the Academy of Arts and Sci- 
ences at Paris. 

There kad for-fome time fubfifted an or- 
der in Pruffia, intitled, * The Order fer 
Favour,” which had been conferred with ve- 
ry little diftinétion. ‘Convinced that ho- 
nours fhould always attend defert, he initi- 
tuted another, the badge of which is a gol- 
den crofs, having a crown over it, with this 
infcription, ¢ For Merit.” ‘This new order 
was certainly founded on virtue, juttice, 
and good {fenfe ; for merit ought to be the 
fole recommendation to all titles of diftinc- 
tion and hororr. 

But domeitic regulations and literary 
amufements did not engage his whole 


thoughts, the intereft of his kingdom was 


alfo carefully attended to. His anceftors 
had, for many years, claimed two diftricts 
belonging to the Bifhop of Liege, called 
Herftal and Hermal. This claim he re- 
newed, and fest a Commiflary to receive 
the homage of the inhabitants; bat they 
would not admit him, and refufed to take 
the oath of fidelity, under pretence that they 
acknowledged no other jurifdiction than that 
of the Bifhop. This refufal occafioned a 
letter from the King to the Bifhop, which 
was dated the fourth of September, 1740, 
in which his Majeity complained of the in- 
jury done to his rights in the barony of 
Herftal, that the feditious had been counte- 
nanced by him in their difobedience ; and 
concluded with demanding a categorical 
an{wer in two days. ; 

In three days the Bifhop returned an an- 
fwer, in which he obferved, that the right 
of fovereignty in the faid bareny was grant- 
ed by Charles V, under the guaranty of 
France and Spain, and had been exercifed 
above.a century ; that he ‘had fupported his 
rights and poffeflions without the leaft de- 
fign of prejudicing thofe of Pruffia ; but, in 
order to terminate all difputes, declared, 
that, the ftates ef Liege having formerly 
propofed to purchate his Pruffian Majefty’s 
right in Herftal for one hundred thoufand 
crowns, and to pay four per cent. intereft 
till the principal was difcharged, he was_ 
ready to perform this agreement under a- 
proper guaranty. 

This anfwer was far from fatisfving his

Pruffian Majefty ; he would not foffer his 
slaims to be fubjected to any altercations. 
Accordingly, after publifhing a declaration, 
im which he charged the Bifhop with vio- 
lence and injuftice ; the ufing his Minister 
wnworthily, and abufing his moderatien in 
an outrageous manner ; and. remarked, that 
the feudal laws allowed every man, whofe 
poflefiion was detained from him, to enter 
it with an armed force ; he difpatched two 
thoufand foldiers, who, on the 13th of Sep 

sember r749, entered the barony of Herftal, 
where they lived at diferetion, till the cries 
of the inhabitants obliged the Bifhop to re- 
inquith the territories in difpute to the quiet 
government of Pruffia. 

This acquifition, however it might tend 
to thew the quicknefs of his refolutions, was 
of {mall account, compared with what he 
acquired at the death of the Emperor 
Charles VI, which happened on the zoth 
of OStober 2740. 

Charles VI. being the laft Prince of the 
Houfe of Auftria, great revolutions were 
expected at his death. Ftaly hoped to gain 
the fituation it had long defired, that of in- 
dependence. Several ftates, which were 
looked upon as fiefs of the Empire, difclaim- 
ed this fudjection. Rome particularly, 
which had been plundered by Charles V, 
feverely treated by his fuccefiors, opprefled 
and fleeced by Jofeph, brother of Charles V, 
flattered herfelf with the hopes of being de- 
livered from the pretenfions of the German 
Emperors, who, ever iince the time of 
Otho I, have imagined themfelves fucceffors 
to the rights of the ancient Cefars. And, 
indeed, the German Chancery confiders the 
ether kingdoms of Europe as provinces dif- 
membered from the Empire; and: it is for 
that reafon, that, in their protocol, they 
give the title of Majefty to no King what- 
ever. The Elector of Cologn ftiles himfelf 
Chancellor of Italy, and the Eleétor of 
Triers takes the title of Chancellor of Gaul. 
Fhe German Emperor, whom they chule 
at Frankfort, is declared King of the Ro 
mans, though he has not the Jcaft jurifffic- 
gion in Rome; and he exacts a tribute of 
all the provinces in Italy, when he has 
forces futficient to oblige them to pay it. 
Such a number of dubious and contefted 
sights had been the fource of ali the cala- 
mities, and of the weakening of Italy, for 
the fpace of feven hundred years; Et feem- 
ed therefore probable, that the confufion 
which threatened Germany, on the death of 
Charles VI, would give the Italians that 
full liberty they had fo long defired. The 
new revelutions, which every hody forefaw 
would foilow from the extinction of the 
Houis of Auftyia, might net only anaihi- 
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late both the rights and the name of the 
Roman Empire; at leatl, it appeared doubt-~ 
ful, whether the potent Princes of Germa- 
ny would acknowledge a fupreme Head, 
peffefled of tlie fame authority as his prede- 
ceflors had enjoyed. It therefore appeared 
almoft impoffible to prevent the inheritance 
of the Heufe of Auftria from being dif- 
membered: This inheritance confified of 
Hungary and Bohemia ; kingdoms which 
had been long eleétive, but rendered here- 
ditary by the Auftrian Princes ; of Auftria 
Suubia, called Auftria Anterior; of the 
Upper and Lower Auftria, conquered in 
the thirteenth century ; of Stiria, Carinthia, 
Carniola, Flanders, the Burgaw, the four 
Foreft Towns, the Brifgaw, Friuli, Tyrol, 
the Milanefe, the dukedoms of Mantua 
and Parma. With regard to Naples and 
Sicily, Don Carlos poffeffed both kingdoms. 

Maria Tercfa, the eldeft daughter~ of 
Charles VI, founded her rights on the lave 
of nature, which called her to her paternal 
inheritance ; on the pragmatic fanction by 
which this law was confirmed; and on the 
guaranty of fo many Princes. 

Charles- Albert, Eleftor of Bavaria, de- 
manded the facceffion, in virtue of the will 
ot the Emperor Ferdinand I, brother of 
Charles V. By this will Ferdinand had, 
in default of male-iffue, infituted his eicets 
daughter, the Archdutche/s Anne, heirefs 
of his dominions: This Prineefs was mar- 
ried to the Duke of Bavaria; from her the 
EleStor Charles was ciefcended; and there 
were no males left of the Houfe of Auftria. 

Rights of a more recent nature were al- 
ledged by Auguftus FIL, King of Poland. 
and Elector of Saxony; thefe were the 
rights of his confort, eldeft daughter of the 
Emperor Jofeph, the elder brother of 
Charles VI. If Maria Terefa looked upon 
the pragmatic fanétions as a facred and in- 
violable law, the Arck dutchefs, Queen of 
Poland, had another pragmatic fanction, 
{etded previoufly in her favour by the fa- 
ther of Jofeph and Charles, who, in the 
year 3703, made a regulation, that the 
daughters of Jofeph fhould inherit prefera- 
bly to the daughters of the younger brother, 
Charles VI, in cafe the two brothers died 
without male iffae. After Charles afcend- 
ed the Imperial throne, he abolifhed this 
fanStion ; therefore they might fet his afide 
after his death. His brother's daughters 
had been in his power; nor did he fuffer 
them to marry, till he had made them re- 
nounce their rights : Now a renunciation of 
that kind might be confidered as involunta - 
ry, and coffequently null and void. On 
every fide they pleaded rights of blood, tef- 
tamentary difpofitions, fansly compacts, 
the 
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the laws of Germany, and Jaw of nations. 

The King of Spain extended his preten- 
fions to the whole fucceffion of the Houfe 
of Auftria, by afcending to the wife of 
Philip II, daughter of the Emperor Maxi- 
milian II, a Princefs from whom Philp V. 
was defcended by the female line. It was, 
indeed, an extraordinary revolution in the 
affairs of Europe, to fee the Houfe of Bour- 
bon laying claim to the whole inheritance 
of the Houfe of Auftria. This claim was 
founded on Lewis the XVth’s being de- 
fcended in a direét line from the eldeft male 
branch of the Houfe of Auftria, by the wife 
of Lewis XIII, and alfo by the wife of 
Lewis XIV. But the bnfinefs of Lewis XV. 
was to act rather as an arbitrator and pro- 
tector, than as a competitor; for, by that 
means, he had it in his power to determine 
the fate of this fucceflion, and of the Im- 
perial throne, in concert with one half of 
Europe; whercas, had he entered the lifts 
as acompetitor, he would have had all Eu- 
rope againit him. 

The caule of fo many crowne:! heads was 
pleaded by public Memoirs in every part of 
the Chriftian world ; there was not a Prince, 
nor hardly a private perfon, that did not in- 
tereit himfelt in the difpute, and a general 
war was looked upon as inevitable. But 
how greatly was human policy confounded, 
when the ftorm arofe from a quarter where 
nobody expected it! 

Frederic III. came to the crown of Pruf- 
fia four months before the fucceffion of the 
Houfe of Auftria, and of the Empire, was 
difputed ; he forefaw the general confufion ; 
and, upon the Emperor's death, did not 
lofe a moment, but marched his army di- 
rely into Silefia, one of the richeft pro- 
vinces which the daughter of Charles VI. 
poficfled in Germany. His pretenfions were 
to four dutchies, which his family had for- 
merly acquired by purchafes, and by aéts of 
confraternity. His anceftors had renounced 
all their pretentions by repeated aéts, be- 
eaufe they were not in a condition to fup- 
port them ; but, as the prefent King had 
power in his hands, he was refolved to 
maintain his rights. 

Accordingly, he entered Silefia, publith- 
ing, at the fame time, a declaration fetting 
forth the nature of his claims, and the in- 
tention of his army in entering that dutchy ; 
which declaration the Author of the pam- 
phiet, from whence we have extracted this 
account, has given at large, and to which 
the reader is referred, it being too long to 
be inferted in this extract. 

Silefia is a dutchy ef Germany, one of 
the largelt in Europe. It is bounded by 
Poland, Bohemia, Moravia, Brandenburg, 
and Hungary; it is divided into Higher 
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and Lower, and Breflau, the capitaf, is fi- 


tuated on the Oder. It is one of the 
richeft towns in Germany, by its com- 
merce in woollen manufactures. The 
fquares, churches, and other public places 
are magnificent; particularly the Town- 
houfe, which is a ftately piece of architec- 
ture, and has a tower, called the Clock- 
tower, which is efteemed the higheft and 
the moft regular in the whole country. E- 
very time the hour ftrikes, a concert of {e- 
veral trumpets, and other inftruments, are 
heard in a high gallery. The dutchy cof 
Silefia was an ancient fief of the kingdom 
of Bohemia, and was formerly divided into 
feveral little fovereignties, governed by 
Dukes, vaflals of the King of Bohemia. 
Thefe Dukes had agreed with the Elector 
of Brandenburg, that, upon failure of heirs 
male, they fhould fucceed to their domini- 
ons. But the Houfe of Auftria, being 
called te the throne of Bohemia, pretended 
that thofe agreements were abfolutely null, 
inafmuch as they had not been approved by 
the Sovereign, to whom the pofleflors were 
vaffals; and, the anceftors of the King of 
Pruffia not being in a condition to make 
good their claims by force of arms, they 
were obliged to diffemble. However, they 
took care at certain junétures to renew 
their pretenfions, and feveral times refufed 
large fums of money, which the Court of 
Vienna offered them to give up their rights, 

The Pruffian Officers, on the army’s en- 
tering Silefia, were for putting on their 
ftandards this device, ‘ Pro Deo & Patria ;” 
but his Pruffian Majefty ftruck out ¢ Pro 
Deo, faying it was wrong to mix the name 
of God with the quarrels of men; and that 
this difpute was about a province, and not 
concerning religion. Before his regiment 
of guards he ordered the Roman eagle to 
be difplayed in relief ; a ftep which laid 
him under the neceffity of being invincible. 
He alfo harangued his troops, in the man- 
ner of the ancient Romans. His {peech ou 
this occafion was as follows : 

* Gentlemen, I do not Jook upon you as 
my fubjects, but as my friends. The troops 
of Brandenburg have always fignalifed them- 
felves by their courage, and have given, on 
different occafions marks of their bravery. [ 
fhall be an eye-witnefs to all your exploits. 
You wiil always fight in my prefence ; and 
I will recompenfe thofe who fhall diftin- 
guith themfelves for their zeal in my fervice, 
rather as a father, than as a Sovereign.’ 

This fpeech had the defired effect; the 
troops were animated to follow their Leader 
with chearfulnefs, efpecially as they did not 
expect to meet with the leaft refiftance, in 
which however they were greatly miftaken,

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Extract from the A@ to prohibit, for a Time to be limited, the Exportation of 


oltwed 


Corn, Malt, Meal, Flour, Bread, Bifcuit, and Starch. 


O perfon is, either dire€tly or indireétly, 

to export, or caufe to be exported, from 
Great-Britain or Ireland, any corn, malt, meal, 
flour, bread, bifcuit, or ftarch, before the 25th 
of December 1757, under the penalty of twenty 
thillings for every bufhel of corn, malt, meal, or 
flour, and twelve pence, of Jawful money of 
Great-Britain, for every pound-weight of bread, 
bifcuit, or ftarch ; and fo in proportion for any 
greater or Jefler quantity ; and alfo the fhip, boat, 
or veffel, on board of which any of the faid com- 
modities fhall be thipped to be exported, together 
with all guns, tackie, apparel, and furniture, are 
forfeited ; one moiety to the King, and the other 
to the profecutor ; and the Mafter and mariners, 
if convicted, are to be committed to prifon for 
the {pace of three months. 

Officers are impowered to feize the veffel and 
commodities, and to lodge the goods in the 
King’s warehoufes, But this act does not ex- 
tend to the neceflary provifions for fhips on their 
voyage, to the victualling the thips, &c. in his 
Majefly’s fervice, nor to his Majeity’s forces, 
forts, or garrifons. 

The faid commodities may alfo be carried coaft- 
wife, if a cocquet be granted for the fame, and 
fofficient fecurity given for the landing and dif- 
charging the fame in fome other port of thefe 
kingdoms ; the certificates to be returned in fix 
months. 

The faid commodities may alfo be exported to 
Gibraltar, or the Britifh iflands or colonies in 
America, for the fubfiftence of the inhabitants ; 
er for the benefit cf the Britifh fifhery in thofe 
parts; provided the exporter declares where the 
fame are defigned for, and gives proper fecurity 
that fuch commodities fhall not be landed or fold 
in any other parts whatfoever ; and certificates 
from the port of Janding are to be returned within 
a limited time. Officers are to take fecurity and 


grant certificates gratis ; and, if an Officer grants 
a falfe certificate, he forfeits 200 1. befides being 
cathiered. Or if any perfon counterfeits, rafes, 
or falfifies any fuch certificate, he forfeits 2001. 
and {uch certificates become void and of no ef- 
fet ; half of the forfeit-money gees to his Ma- 
jefty, and the other haif to the informer. 

Beans may, notwithftanding, be exported to 
Africa, on giving proper fecurity ; and the Eaft- 
India company may export any of the commodi- 
ties enumerated above to their forts and fettle- 
ments, provided they give proper fecurity. 

Wheat, malt, or barley, may be exported, from 
the port of Southampton only, to the iflands of 
Jerfey and Guernfey, for the ufe of the inhabi- 
tants of thofe iflands, provided the exporter gives 
proper fecurity that the faid commodities fhall 
(the danger of the feas only excepted) be actually 
landed in thofe iflands, for the ufe of the inha- 
bitants there. But the quantity, exported before 
the 25th of December-1757, miuft not exceed 
5000 quarters. 

The Commiffioners of the cuftoms are to lav 
before both Houfes of Parliament an account of 
the quantities of corn, meal, malt, flour, bread, 
bifcuit, and ftarch that fhall be exported, 

Malt made for exportation, before the 4th of 
December 1756, may be exported, provided the 
proprietor produces a certificate, from the proper 
Officer, that the faid malt was a¢tually declared 
or made for exportation on or before the faid 4th 
of December 1756 ; and all veflels, cleared out 
before the 25th of December 1756, are permit- 
ted to proceed on their refpective voyages. 

His Majefty may, however, by proclamation, 
or order in Council, permit the exportation of 
corn before the 25th of December 1757; which 
proclamation, or orders, are to be publifhed ia 
the London Gazette.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


] Have called you together in a conjunéture, 
which highly requires the deliberation, ad- 


vice, and affiftance of Parliament ; end I truft, 
that (under the euidance of Divine Providence) 
union and firmne’s in my affetionate people will 
carry me, with honour, throuzh all difficulties 5 
and finally vindicate the dignity of my crown, 
and its indubitable rights, againft the ancieat 
enemy of thefe kingdoms. 

The fuccour and prefervation of America can- 
not but conftitute a main object of my attention 
and follicitude ; and the growing cangers, to 
which our colonies may ftand expofed, from our 
late loffes in thofe parts, demand refulutions of 
vigour and difpatch. 

An adequate and firm defence at home mutt 
bave the chief place in my thoughts’; and, in 
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this great view, I have nothing fo much at heart, 
as that no ground of diffatisfaction may remain 
in my people. 

To this end, a national militia, planned and 
regulated with equal regard to the juft rights of 
my crown and people, may, in time, become 
one good refeurce, in cafe of general danger; and 
T recommend the framing of fuch a militia to the 
care and diligence of my Parliament. 

The unnatural union of councils abroad ; the 
eaiamities, which, in confequence of this unhap- 
py conjunction, may, by irruptions of foreign 
armies into the Empire, fhake its conftitutions, 
overturn its fyftem, and threaten opprefiion to 
the Proteftant intereft there ; are events, which 
muft fenfiby affe&t the minds of this nation, and 
have fixed the eyes cf Europe on this new and 
dangerous crifis. 

The body of my Electoral troops, which I 
ordered hither at the defire of my Parliament, I 
have direéted to return to my dominions in Ger- 
many ; relying, with pleafure, on the {pirit and 
zeal of my people, in- defence of my perfon and 
realin. 


Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 


I wiil order the proper eftimates to be laid, in 
due time, before you ; and I rely on your wif- 
dom, that you will prefer more vigorous efforts 
— attended with large expence) to a lefs ef- 

ectual, and therefore lefs frugal, plan of war, 

I have placed beiore you the dangers and ne- 
eeffities of the public ; it will be your care to lav, 
in fuch a manner, the burdens you may judge un- 
avoidable, as will leaft diftrefs and exhauit my 
people. 


My Lords end Gentlemen, 

Tcannot here be unmindful of the fufferings 
of the pcorer fort, trom the prefent high price 
of corn, and the difturbances which have arifen 
there!rom ; and I recommend to you to confider 
of proper provifiona, for preventing the like muif- 
chiets hereafter, 

Unprofperous events of war in the Mediter- 
ranean have drawn, from my fubjeéts, fignal 
trots how @early.they tender my honour and 
that of my crown; and they cannot, on my part, 
fail to meet with juft returns of unwearied care, 
and unceafing endeavours for the glory, profpe- 
rity, and happinefs of my people, 


N the 3d the Lords prefented an humble 

addrefs to his Majefty, in which, after 
thanking his Majefty for his moft gracious fpeech 
from the throne, they affure his Majefty, in the 
ftrongeft manner, that they will, to the utmoft 
ef their power, promote and effectuate fuch mea- 
fares as thal] be found expedient for vindicating 
the honour of his Majefty’s crown and afferting 
the juft rights of his Majefly and his fubjeéts. 
They thank his Majefty for his gracioas conde- 
{cenfion to the reque of his Parliament, in cau- 
fing a body of his Electoral troops to come into 
th's country (at a conjunéture fe critical) to its 
prefervation and defence. They exprefs the warm- 
eft vratitude for that paternal care and follicitude 
his Majefty has exprefied for the fuccour and pres 
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fervation of America; end profefs themfelves 
equally affected with his Majefty’s gracious at- 
tention to the fafety and honour of this king- 
dom, by recommending, to their care, the form- 
ing fuch a plan of defence at home, as may en- 
able his Majefty to exert the power of Great- 
Britain, with vigour and fuccefs, abroad. They 
exprefs the warmeft and fincereft acknowledge- 
ments for the many bleflings enjoyed under his 
Majefty’s mild and moft gracious government ; 
and aflure his Majefty, that, not difcouraged by 
any unprofperous events of war, they will, with 
the greatef ardor and alacrity, employ their moft 
zealous efforts to extricate his Majefty from all 
difficulties, with honour and dignity ta his Ma- 
jefty’s crown and profperity to his people, They 
thank his Majefty for his tender and compaffion~ 
ate regard to the fufferings of the poorer fort, 
from the high price of corn, and affure his Ma- 
jefty, that they will take that matter into their 
immediate confideration, in order to provide fuch 
fpeedy and adequate relief, as the nature and im- 
portance of the cafe require. 

To which, his Majefty returned the following 
mo# gracious anfwer = 


My Lords, 

Return you my hearty thanks for this very duti- 
I ful and affectionate addrets. The warm expref- 
fions, with which you repeat the affurances of 
your determination to exert yourfelves in the de- 
fence of the rights and poffeflions of my crown, 
give me the greateft fatisfaction ; and you may 
be aflured, the only ufe J fhall make of the con- 
fidence you repofe in me, will be to purfue fuch 
meafures, as the prefent critical conjun€ture ren- 
ders neceffary for the welfare and profperity of 
my kingdoms. 


N the 4th the Commons waited on his Ma- 

jefly with their addrefs, in which, after 
thanking his Majefty for his moft gracious fpeech 
from the throne,they expre{s the warmeft acknow- 
ledgement for his Majefty’s paternal care and roy - 
al condefcenfion, in pointing out fuch a plan of 
force for their defence, as tnay beft tend to the 
fatisfaction of his people; and, particularly, a 
well- modelled national. militia, as one proper fe- 
curity for his Majefty’s perfon and realm. They 
ceclare, that, next after Divine Providence, they 
rely on his Majeity’s wifdom and magnanimity, 
remembering Britifh efforts in time paft, under 
Princes, whofe fiift glory was to be found, like 
that of his Majefty, in the ftrength of their go- 
vernment and the contentment and harmony of 
their fubjeéts, They declare, that, thus united 
and thus fupported, they will chearfully fupport 
his Majefty through all difficvities, and vindi- 
cate, to the utmoft, the dignity of his crown, 
and its indubitable rights, againft the ancient 
enemy of thefe kingdoms. They truft, that his 
Majefty, ftrong at home, wiil find himfelf re- 
vered abroad, and in a condition of fupporting 
that weight and confideration in Europe which 
belong to a King of Great. Britain, notwithftand- 
ing the unnatural and unhappy union of councils, 
which have formed, on the continent, fo new and 
dangerous a crifis. They declare that they think, 
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with pain, on the fad events of war in the Medi 
terranean and America : that they will take thefe 
affecting matters into their moft ferious confidera- 
tion, not imputing blame to any, unheard ; and 
that they will, with al] confidence, alacrity, 
and difpatch, fecond his Maj:ity’s royal care for 
the fpeedy fuccour and effectual prefervaton of 
America, under the growing dangers to which 
thefe invaluable pofiefiions and expofed. They 
affure his Majefty that they will confider of pro- 
per provifions for the relief of the poorer fort, 
from the prefent high price of corn, and for pre- 
venting the like mifchiefs hereafter, according to 
the royal and compailionate recommendation of 
his Majefty. 

To which addrefs, his Majefty was pleafed to 
return the following moft gracious an{wer : 


Gentlemen, 
Return you my thanks for this dutiful and af- 
I fectionate addrefs; nothing can give me fo great 
fatisfaction, or tend fo much to the public fafety, 
as union and harmony among my fubjects. You 
may rely on my conftant ‘care and attention to

Dédember 4. 

Drefden, Nov. 14. Her Majefty the Queen of 
Poland and the Royal Family here are in good 
health. Eight or ten thoufand of the Pruflian 
troops, including his Pruffian Majefty’s life guards 
of three battalions, are quartered in this city and 
the neighbouring villages. The reft of the army 
are quartered fo as to form a line towards the 
frontiers of Bohemia. Lodgings are preparing 
here for the reception of his Pruflian Majefty, 
whe is to refide in the houfe of the Minsfter 
Count Eruhl, for which purpofe all the furniture 
belonging to the latter is removed, and the rooms 
areall hung with his Majefty’sown tapeftry. The 
price of provifions augments daily, efpeciaily corn, 
which is rifen very confiderably ; 2 meafure of 
which, it is believed, will foon come to ten dol- 
Jars. It would have been the fame if the Pruf- 
fians had not entered this country, owing entire- 
ly to monopoly, one fingle man having farmed 
ali the mills in Saxony, and the bakers are all 
obliged to have their corn ground at thofe farmed 
mills; and, though they prefented three memo- 
rials to his Polifh Majefty, complaining of the 
exactions of the farmer, yet no regard was had 
to their follicitations. 

Drefden, Nov. 21. On Sunday laft the King 
of Proffia entered this city on horieback, accom- 
panied by the Princes of his houfe, and feveral 
General Officers, afd followed by his regiment 
of life-guards, and took his refidence at Count 
Bruhl’s. His Pruffian Majefty rides out every 
‘every day, and is continually furrounded by a 
‘crowd of Saxon pecple. His Majedty has already 
examined the fortifications of this town as well 
as the provifions and ammunition with which it 
is ftored. Field Marfhal Brown remains as yet 
with a body ef troops under his orders in the 
Upper Lufatia, two miles on the other fide of 
Zittau ; which fituation occafions daily ékirmithes 
betwixt the two armies. 

December 7. 
Te.fden, Nov, 28. The Pruffians, in orde: 


to keep off the enemy’s irregular troops from 
making incurfions into Saxony, have made ditches 
ten ells broad and five ells deep ; and, dy laying 
trees a-crofs, they have made a fort of barricadoe. 
They are alfo repairing the fortifications of this 
city, and forming a confiderable Magazine ; and all 
provifions and forages, delivered by the country 
people for rhe ufe of the faid magazine, are paid 
tor in ready money. 
December 44. 

Bruffels, Dec. 10. Qur laf letters from 
France edvife us, that on the 2ath of jaf month 
a fquadron failed from Breft, confifting of the 
following thips, viz. l’Intrepide of 74 guns, .O- 
piniatre of 64, and le St. Michel of €0; befides 
three frigates, l’Amethyfte and la Licorne of 
3° guns each, and la Calypfo of 16 guns. 

December 21. 

A proclamation is iffued for a general faft on 
Friday the 11th of February next. 

Drefden, Dec. 5. His Pruffian Majefty, and 
the Princes his brothers, continue in good health ; 
as does likewife the Polifh Royal Family left in 
this place. Orders having been iffued for fup- 
plying the Saxon regiments, now in the Pruffian 
fervice, with recruits; and this country and the 
circle of Mifnia being required to furnith 2120, 
the fhorteft to be five feet five inches high; they 
are now actually prefenting thofe recruits to the 
Officers appointed to examine and receive them, 
To every inhabitant in this city, in whofe houfe 
foldiers are quartered, whether clergy or laity, 
(the former not being exempt) a fufficient quan- 
tity of timber is allotted in the woods in this 
neighbourhood, to the end that, during the win- 
ter, they may net want fuel, which is exceed- 
ingly dear. A fmart fkirmith has lately happened 
upon the frontiers of Bohemia, between the Pruf- 
fian and Auftrian troops, in which fowsral were 
killed and wounded on both fides, but the par- 
ticulars are not yet known. 

Copenhagen, Dec. 4. ‘This Court has received 
the agreeable news, that the treaty of peace and 
commerce, which has long been negeciating by 
M. Gahler, with the Minifters of the Ottoman 
Porte, was concluded and ratified at Conftanti- 
nopie, on the 14th of O&ober iaft. 

Brufle!s, Dec. 17. An exprefs arrived here 
yefterday morning from Vienna, with the news, 
that the Emprefs-Queen was faiely delivered of 
an Archduke on the 8th irftant. Our lait let- 
ters from Paris inform us, that the Chevalier 
de Beaufremont and M a’Apcher were fet out 
for Breft, from whence, it is expected, they will 
each of them fail, very thurtly, with a feparate 
fquadron. 

Berlin, Die. 18. The King has fent, to all His 
Minifters at foreign courts, the todowing memo- 
rial: 

* It would be in vain to give a particular an- 
{wer to all the falfhoods and exaggerations that 
are publifhed in foreign Gacettes, concerning the 
prefent fituation of Saxony and the pretended op- 
preflions under which it labours. What is done 
there is evident to all who have eyes to fee; and 
we cannot expeét to convince fuch as are blinded 
by their paffions, We have, neverthelefs, thoughe 
proper to obferve, that thofe bitter complaints, 
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which feem to proceed from a people funk into 
the deepeft diftrefs, are only the murmurs of cer- 
tain perfons, who confider nothing but their own 
vile feif-intereft, and have no knowledge of, or 
pay no regard to the good of their country. The 
traders of one fingle town are the odious trum- 
peters who publifh thefe falfe reports, becaufe 
their profits fuffer at prefent fome diminution. 
"They do not trouble their heads about the oppref- 
fion of others, whi ft they are fupported by the fa- 
vour of a partial Minifter, and are not difturbed 
in the poiiediion of that monopoly which they 
have to long held to the prejudice of the other 
towns of Saxony, who will bear witnefs to the 
truth of whatis here advanced. We have had fre- 
quent oceafion, during the courfe of this war, to 
be furpr:fed at their imprudence and infolence: 
It is time that bounds were fet to them. 

‘ The King of Pruffia is not an enemy to Sax- 
ony, and hath not a¢ted towards it as an enemy, 
‘the country will foon be convinced of this; 
Every true patriot is fo already. The inconve- 
niencies that are infeparable from a lawful war 
will never do it fo much damage, as the rapine of 
Minifter who hath fucked its bef blood, and 
hath Leen the fole caufe of its fufferings. But 
what are thete fufferings ?) Where are the extor- 
tions, the aéts of violence, and the outrages ? 
Let the frightful defolations occafiuned by almoft 
every war be called to mind. When the French, 
in the laft century, ravaced the Palatinate with 
fire and fword, had they fuch reafons as the Prof- 
fians might alledge, if they had a mind to follow 
their example ? Have the Saxons met with fuch 
mild treatment frem their friends, from their 
zealous defenders the Auftrians, every time they 
entered their country ? Put it in their option, 
whether to receive fuch friends as they were, or 
continue to lodge fuch enemies as the Proffians ; 
they will net hefitate about the determination. 
Bohemia itfelf, if it dared to fpeak, would make 
the fame choice, 

* Let, then, the world be no Jonger impofed 
vpon by artful clamours, which, as we have al- 
ready obferved, take their rife from one place 
alone, from one fingle order of perfons, who 
think ali is loft, when their vile, fordid, private 
intereft futfers. There is no country nor town 
in the world, which would not, if threatened 
with the terrible calamities of war, but with to 
fall into the hands of fuch a Prince as the King 
of Pruffia, or of an army like his. 

* After this, ic will not feem furprifing that 
pirfons, who have no perception of thefe truths, 
reject the writings, the memorials on which they 
are eflablifhed ; or that they fhould fay, that a 
sew law of nations is going to be ina sduced ; and 
that they fhould make no anfwer to demonftra- 
tions but by invectives !’ 

December 22, 

The Eaft-India Company intend to keep a 
ftrong garrifon in the fort lately taken from An- 
gria, the Malabar pisate: By this conqueft the 
Company have got rid of a very troublefome and 
dangerous neighbour; for, in January 1730, he 
tovk one of their fhips, called the Bengal, richly 
laden, after a fiout refiftance ; and, on the 23d of 
Ofteaer 1737, their Mup the Derby, Capt, An-

felm, worth 90,000 |, was fhamefully furrendered 
without refiftance; befides which, at another 
time, he alfo took the Reftoration, one of the 
Company’s fhips. 

The King’s troops in Canada have taken Fort 
Granville on the frontiers of Pennfylvania, and 
we expect, in about a fortnight or three weeks, 
to havea farther account of their operations both 
on the fide of Acadia and that of the Ohio. 

December 25. 

Naples, Nov. 23. Yefterday we had here a 
violent fhock of an earthquake, which, however, 
did little or no damage in the city; but we learn 
from Montredonia that the fhock there was con- 
fiderably ftronger, and that thereby a fmail gulph 
opened in that port, into which a hhip, richly la- 
den, was irrefiftibiy hurried, and all the crew, 
except one man, perifhed ; the fhip remains at 
the bettom, and is to be feen only by its top- 
maft, which yet appears in the water. The va- 
Jue of this fhip and lacing is computed at 20,000 
ducats, 

December 25. 

Drefden, Dec. 12. The frequent fkirmithes 
that happen on the frontiers of Upper Lufatia, be- 
tween the Profizan and Auftrian troops, occafion- 
ed the King of Pruffia to order the regiment of 
horfe commanded by General Kiau, and a regi- 
ment of foct, both quartered in this city, to 
march from hence !aft Friday morning for Upper 
Lufatia, in order to ftrengthen his Majefty’s 
forces in that part of Saxeny. They were fol- 
Jowed the fame morning by a fmail train of ar- 
tillery, and a great number of baggage-waggons, 
loaded with ammuniticn, &c. His Pruflian Ma- 
jefty’s guard, confifting of four battalions, and 
the regiment of [tzenplitz, are quartered in this 
city: The fortifications whereof are fo compleat- 
ly repaired, that we are quite fecure from any 
fudden attack of the enemy. 

December 27. 

© This morning about nine, the gun fired on 
board the St. George, a fignal for a court-martial 
on Admiral Byng. Five hours is the appointed 
time for fitting each day. The Admira's and 
Captains who try him are not allowed to come 
on fhore till it is finifhed ; but he and his evi- 
dences are to come on fhore every night if they 
chufe it.’ 

December 29. 

The Admirals on Byng’s trial are, Thomas 
Smith, Efg; Vice-Admiral of the White, Prefi- 
dent; Savage Moftyn, Francis Holburne, and 
Harry Norris, Efqrs. Rear- Admirals of the White; 
and Thomas Brodevick, Efqg; Kear-Admiral of 
the Blue. 

Paris, Dec. 20. The late declaration of the 
King to the Pailigment, and the repeal of the 
Bithops from their banithment, have put all the 
fpirit of Paris in an uproar, the greateft part of 
the Members of the Parliament having tefigned 
their funétions, and the common courfe of the 
adminiftration of juftice already ftopped. Fifteen 
Members of the great chamber have alfo laid 
down their feveral charges, among which are the 
two Counfejlors d’Honneur Meff. de Semenville 
and de la Michoudiere 5 an a€tion which has ren- 
dered thefe Gentlemen {2 popular, that their ba- 
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nifhment is hourly expeéted. How far the refo- 
lution of the Parliament will carry them againft 
that of the King, is as yet uncertain; but it is 
generally feared they muft fubmit, his Maje‘ty 
having, at the clofe of his declaration, added the 
following laconic addrefs : ‘ You have heard, Gen- 
tlemen, my commands, and I know how to make 
them obeyed, and fhall punifh the infolence of 
thofe that difpute them.
